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YOUNG BILL. SEATED AND OLD 
BILL TO BE INVESTIGATED. 
THE PENURIOUS INDIANA PATRIOT CARRIES 

THE DAY FOR HIS SON—HIS METHODS 
ORDERED TO BE INVESTIGATED. 

WASHINGTON, May 22.—Had Mr. Stanton 
J. Peelle chosen to vote in his own behalf to- 
day, the seat in Congress which he has occupied 
as a Representative from the Seventh Indiana 
District would not have been given, as it was, 
to young William E. English, the son of the ex- 
Democratic candidate for Vice-President. The 
proceedings to-day occupied several hours, and 
the Rouse was in an uproar a good portion of 
the time. 

After the English-Peelle case was taken up, and 
without delay, the roll-call was begun on the 
motion made by Mr. Calkins yesterday to table 
Mr. Springer’s motion to reconsider the. vote by 
which the minority report in favor of Mr. Peelle 
had been adopted. “Old Bill,” as usual, was 
bobbing around on the Democratic side of the 
chamber, buttonholing members and looking out 
for * Young Bill’s” interests. As the voting went 
on it was evident that the result would be very 
close, and the members crowded around the 
Speaker’s desk, creating so much confusion that 
Mr Carlisle had to call on the Sergeant-at- 
Arms to keep order. The father’s face wore an 
anxious look. He was not entirely certain of 
the result of his efforts over-night todrum up 
help forthe son. It brightened a little when the 
last vote was recorded, and it took on a satisfied 
look when the Speaker announced that on the 
motion to table the yeas were 132 and the nays were 
isz. **The vote being a tie, the motion is lost,” 
added the Speaker. Amid the confusion Mr. 
Converse’s voice was beard asking if, undersuch 
circumstances, the Speaker was not required to 
vote. 

“That would not decide the question,” quickly 
responded the Speaker, “ because it is already 
decided.” 

“The vote would be aye if it was cast,” shout- 
ed Mr. Miller, of Pennsylvania, and both sides 
began to shout. 

Mr. Peelle’s sense of honor had kept him quiet 
when his name was called. Had he voted, the 
motion to reconsider would have been tabled 
and he would have retained his seat. The Demo- 
crats who voted with the Republicans in favor 
of Mr, Caikins’s motion were Messrs. Aiken, 
Beach, Boyle, Budd, Collins, Connolly, Dargan, 
Findiay, Greenleaf, Hardeman, Herbert, G. W. 
Hewitt, Hunt, B. W. Jones, Lore, Lovering, 
Milis, Morgan, Moulton, Neece, 8S. W. 
Peel, Potter, Stevens, C. A. Sumner, 
Throckmorton, Tillman, H. G. Turner, 
Weller, Woodward, Worthington, and Yapie—3l 
inail. Of the Democrsts who voted against an 
adjournment yesterday Messrs. Biand, Clay, 
Dockery, and Eldredge were led by the Engtish 
family to see the error of their ways, and were 
to-day recorded against the motion to table, 
while Mr. Finerty did not vofe at all. 

Having decided not to kill the motion to re- 
consider, the next thing in order was a vote on 
the motion itself. The House again became so 
unruly that business could not be proceeded 
with, and the Speaker again called on the 
Sergeant-at-Arms to preserve order. One hun- 
dred and thirty-three members voted to recon- 
sider and 130 in the negative. It was noticed 
that Mr. * Calamity”’ Weller had left his seat 
atter the first § roli-call, and was not 
recorded on the second. He did not appear in 
his seat again while the election case was ‘pend- 
Ing, abd some pointed remarks, made Jater on 
by Mr. Bayne, who sits next to Mr. Weller, 
were universally believed to refer to that mem- 
ber. Messrs. A. J. Warner and Patton, who did 
hot vote at first, voted in favor of reconsidera- 
tion, and Mr. Lawrence, who voted to table, 
paired with Mr. Lanham on the second vote.

The voting had brought the House back to the 

uestion, decided in the affirmative yesterday, of 
the adoption of the minority report of the Elec- 
tions Committee, in favor of Mr. Peelle.

ebated the point with Mr. Springer, and the 
Speaker ruled in favor of Mr. Browne. The yeas 
aud nays were again taken, and the motion to re- 
commit was lost by a vote of 124 to 134. 

The moment the result was announced Mr. 
Horr arose to a question of privilege, and said so 
many unpalatable things to the Democrats that 
he very soon had them all shouting and doing 
their best to drown his voice. Mr. Horr insisted 
that under the rules of the House no ex-member 
had a right to come upon the fioor if he abused 
the privilege by attempting to influence legisla- 
tion while on the floor. The Democrats saw at 
once what Mr. Horr was getting at, and 
began to cry “Reguiar order” at the 
top of their voices. The Speaker shouted 
that Mr. Horr was in order, and the 
latter declared that he had been informed by a 
Democratic member that an ex-member, the 
father of one of the litigants in the pending 
cause, had been on the floor soliciting and sending 
ier members and attempting to influence their 
action. This was a violation of the dignity and 
integrity of the House that ought not to al- 
lowed. In the confusion which accompanied 
Mr. Horr’s remarks Mr. Randall made himself 
heard. The father would be unnatural, the 
Pennsylvania member declared, if he did not 
take the deepest interest in his son’s contest. 
* And I am a witness,” added Mr. Randall, 
“that the gentleman has exercised the most 
earefui discretion in the matter. Twenty mem- 
bers tried to speak after Mr. Randall, and Mr. 
Blount’s lungs proved the strongest. The rule 
of the House, he said. had been violated again 
and again by employes of ‘railroad corporations 
and was obsolete. Mr. Brown, of .Pennsylvania, 
interrupted to ask why Mr. Blount had not 
called attention to euch violations, and was asked 
the same question in return. Mr. Blount con- 
tended that English senior was all right, and

Springer secured attention by yelling that he 
wisbed to make a point of order, which was that 
the rule regarding ex-members related only to 
persons interested in claims before Congress. 

There was a howl of laughter all over the 
Chamber, but Mr. Springer gravely insisted on 
having the rule read to prove that he was right. 
Mr, Hammond, of Georgia, added a further 
point that the House was not officially informed 
that any person not entitled to be on 
the floor was present. Mr. Horr remarked that 
he had not made his statement for po- 
litical claptrap. Derisive laughter was heard 
on the emocratic side, when Mr. Horr 
added that he had spoken because the 
dignity and honor of the House were being vio- 
lated by the man he had named. Did Mr. Spring- 
er believe, he usked, that the rules permitted an 
ex-member to go from seat to seat, to take mem- 
bers into the lobby, to send for them there, and 
to do everything in his power to influence their 
yotes?

Adams, a New-York Democrat, if he thought 
English bad put out much money in order to get 
his son seated in the House, ‘No,’ exclaimed 
Adams; ‘! don't believe he has put out a d—— 
penny—the penurious old patriot. Why, yester- 
day morning 1 went to him and told him that 
Campbell, of New-York, was absent, and that if 
he were here he would vote to seat hisson. He 
slapped me on the shoulder enthusiastically and 
told me, excitedly, to telegraph to Campbell at 
once, and he told me to hurry up, too. But, 
would you believe it, he not even offered to pay 
for the telegram.’ ” 
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THE BLAINE MEN PANICKY. 

There have been indications for several 
days that the Blaine men here were panicky, 
and that they were prepared to do anything in 
their power to stop the talk about Arthur’s 
“growing strength.” The Blaine newspapers 
have been fed with a good deal of stuff, intended 
to convey the impression that the confidence 
expressed in Arthur’s chance was pretended, 
Inquiry among some of the Arthur men results 
in the accumulation of a few scraps of informa- 


tion which show that while Blaine’s people have 
been spending time in an effort to capture 
a few Southern delegates the Arthur men 
have been laboring quietly among North- 
ern delegates, supposed to be unalterably 
for Blaine, and with success enough to 
reward them for their trouble. It appears that 
Blaine has found this out and is Ad anxious to 
have it corrected. The anxiety of his followers 
was displayed to-day, when several of them 
called upon Eastern Senators and urged them to 
do everything in their power to induce the 
pronounced Edmunds men to stick to Edmunds 
in the convention, and not by any means to allow 
them to be dragged to Arthur’s support. The 
tactics of the Blaine men at Chicago will be to 
urge the most unflinching loyalty upon all sup- 
porters of every candidate except Arthur. 
They will be glad if they can succeed well 
enough to delay a conclusion beyond 
the second or third ballot. After sounding 
around, they are convinced that * magnetism” 
has not now the fight, and that the best thing 
they can do is to devote thémselves to beating 
the next most objectionable candidate. The 
visit of Messrs. Theodore Roosevelt and Henry 
Cabot Lodge and their talks with members did 
not prove by any meansa waste of time. They 
both impressed all Republicans with whom they 
talked with their earnestness and the good sense 
of their arguments. They did not get the rude 
and positive “shake” from Edmunds that they 
are reported as having met with. They made it 
plain to many men that it will be wise to set 
aside both Biaine and Arthur, and they were en- 
couraged to believe that the party is not likely 
to be compelled to carry any candidate who wi 
not be cordialiy supported.

DISCUSSING LABOR PROBLEMS. 

Mr. Blair’s bill for the creation of a 
Bureau of Labor Statistics was again discussed 
by the Senate to-day, without making much 
progress. Many Senators, however, are becom- 
ing tired of the subject, and this may serve to 
bring the measure to a final vote within a few 
days, and possibly to-morrow. Mr. Ingalls, who 
seems to delight in rasping the feelings of his 


colleagues whenever he can poke fun at the 
language of a measure, enlivened the debate 
to-day by a bitterly sarcastic criticism of the 
pending bill. He criticised the grammar and the 
provisions of the bill until Mr. Blair grew 
red in the face, while the other Senators 
smiled as broadly as the dignity of the Senate 
would permit. Mr. Blair was provoked into de- 
nouncing Mr. Ingalls’s speech as buffoonery, un- 
worthy of a reply, while Mr. Van Wyck vigor- 
ously supported the bill. In a characteristic 
speech, the Nebraska Senator declared that com- 
munism of capital was as dangerous to the coun- 
try as communism of labor, and pointed out the 
danger from the great railroad corporations. He 
spoke of the enormous power of the railroads, 
and asserted, as he has often done, that they were 
assisted in their schemes to absorb the public 
domain by the courts and by Cabinet officers 
of the Government. He earnestly advocated 
the restoration of public lands to the country for 
honest settlement as a measure for the special 
benefit of labor. Mr. Van Wyck’s amendments, 
requiring the head of the proposed bureau to be 
a person identified with labor interests, and the 
collection of statistics to include those relating 
to foreign immigration under contract, were 
rejected, as was also Mr. Garland’s proposition 
to have the statistics gathered by the present 
Bureau of Statistics. Numerous other amend- 
ments and substitutes were offered, or notice 
iven that they would be introduced, and at a 
ate hour the Senate refused to go on with the 
bill and adjourned.

CHICAGO, May 22.—Already the partici- 
pants in the Republican National Convention 
have begun to arrive in the city, the advance 
guard being formed of newspaper correspondents 
and delegates who are anxious about quarters. 
The hotel proprietors have given all their perma- 
nent boarders notice to vacate their rooms early 


next week or pay board at the rate of three 
transient guests each during the convention. 
The Convention Hall, inthe Exposition Building, 
is now thoroughly equipped to accommo- 
date the participants in the great struggle. 
The acoustic properties of the immense hall 
have been satisfactorily tested by the chorus 
rehearsals of the May Festival, which takes place 
next week, and have been pronounced perfect 
by the members of the local Committee of Ar- 
rangements, who are more than satisfied with 
the results of their labors. The present indica- 
tions are that there will be considerable specula- 
tion in admission tickets indulged in, as there is 
a movement on foot now to purchase the extra 
tickets given out to the colored delegates from 
the South. The first large influx of delegates is 
looked for the middle of next week. 


WHY A COURT-HOUSE WAS BURNED. 

CHICAGO, May 22.—The burning of the 
Hardin County Court-house, at Elizabethtown, 
fil., Monday last, is the latest fruit of the long- 
existing feuds of many familiesin that county. 


Hardin has no railroad or telegraph connection, 
and the news of this last outrage has only just 
reached the outer world. This series of bitter 
feuds which has resulted in murder after mur- 
der was started many years ago by trouble be-* 
tween two or three individuals, and it now em- 
braces many families, who are engaged in a ven- 
detta perhaps unequaled by the Williamson Coun- 
v outiawry of a tew years ago. The majority of 
the residentsof the county are law-abiding people 
and they had called the law into operation, which 
recently resulted in the return of over 100 indict- 
ments, There is no doubt that this result pre- 
pe prtegen the destruction of the Court-bouse, as 
all the records of the legal process under way 
were destroyed. A newspaper office in thecounty 
was destroyed some time ago and anonymous 
threats have been freely circulated by the rural 
banditti. Reports of the latest outrage are very 
meagre.

THE MUSSULMAN REVOLT 


THE SITUATION IN UPPER EGYPT 
REASSURING. 

REPORTED DEFECTION OF THE GOVERNOR 
OF DONGOLA—EL MAHDI SEEKING TO 
CAPTURE GEN. GORDON ALIVE. 

Carro, May 22.—The Egyptian Horse 
Artillery, the Seventh Battalion of Infantry, 
and the camel transport left Cairo for 
Assouan to-day. It is stated here that 
the Governor of Dongola, whose loyalty 
has been questioned, has sent a dispatch to 
Gen. Gordon, in which he says he despairs of re- 
lief being sent him, and has determined to be- 
come an ally of the Mussulmans’ cause. The 
dispatch is neither dated nor subscribed to by 
the Governor. The report is not believed at 
Cairo. 

The situation in Upper Egypt is reassuring. El 
Mahdi is stationary at Abou-Haraza, south-west 
of Oheit. It is reported that the Mahdi 
has ordered his followers to bring Gen. 
Gordon to El Obeid alive. This may be regarded 
as confirmatory of the recent reports that the 
Mahdi would demand a heavy ransom from Eng- 
land for Gordon’s person. 

LONDON, May 22.—In the House of Com- 
mons to-day Mr. Gladstone announced that 
Lord Hay was making an arrangement for the 


Khédive’s steamers, with a small company 
of British sailors, to patrol the Nile be- 
tween Assiout and Wady Halfa. Mr. Gladstone 
again stated that the question of Egyptian 
finance would form the basis ot discussion at the 
approaching Egyptian conference. The Govern- 
ment has no intention of proposing, a revival of 
the dua! control. 

Unusual activity prevails at Woolwich Arsenal. 
A ponton detachment has been ordered to hold 
itself in readiness to proceed to the Nile. Large 
steamers are loading immense quantities of 
stores for Egypt. e rumors of the employ- 
ment of Turkish troops for the Soudan are en- 
tirely baseless.

THE WYCLIFFE QUINCENTENARY. 
A MEETING AT EXETER HALL, LONDON, IN 
HONOR OF THE GREAT REFORMER. 

Lonpon, May 22.—The Wycliffe celebra- 
tion was concluded last evening with a great 
meeting at Exeter Hall. The Earl of Shaftes- 
bury presided. Numerous distinguished clergy- 
men and other persons of note were present. 
The exercises were interspersed with the singing 
of hymns which had been specially selected for 
their bearing upon the life and doctrines of the 
great reformer. The Earl of Shaftesbury, ip 
his opening address, spoke substantially as fol- 
lows: Of the three! great reformers—Wycliffe, 
Luther, and Tyndale—Wycliffe was perhaps the 
greatest. This great Wycliffe movement will 
diffuse information and knowledge among the 


common people, which hitherto only the learned 
have possessed. Wycliffe’s correct title is the 
Morning Star of the Reformation. In translat- 
ing and circulating the Holy Scriptures Wycliffe 
was the first, the test, and the most direct 
reformer. England, after his time, was never 
again subject to the rule of the Pope. Wycliffe 
has been slandered; he has been called a worth- 
less fellow, an apostate, a rascal. But these 
clouds of contumely gre now vanishing, disclos- 
ing the brilliancy of the man’s character and 
the nobleness of his heart. He is a standing 
proof that God has never left an age without a 
witness to Himself. The people of England to- 
day owe Wycliffe a debt of gratitude which they 
can never repay. They can only show their 
thankful appreciation of his life and labors by 
testifying to the world of the work which he 

rformed, by cherishing his precepts, and by 

lessing God for the translation of the Scrip- 
tures which he made. 

Canon Taylor moved that “the quincentenary 
of John Wycliffe’s death affords asuitable oppor- 
tunity to commemorate his work as a patriot 
and church reformer, a transistor and preacher 
of the Holy Scriptures.” In making this motion 
Canon Taylor said: “The at work which 
Wycliffe did for the church is now in danger of 
being overthrown. We should beware of those 
who are trying to lead us back to the darkness 
and blindness of idolat and medigvalism.” 
The Rey. Mr. Fraser seconded this motion, where- 
upon it was carried without a dissenting voice. 
After this a motion was carried instructing the 
Memorial Committee to appeal for £10,000, to 
be used in the publication and circulation of 
Wycliiffe’s writings, and for the erection of a 
memorial statue on some suitable site in London. 

As h by the Rev. Mr. maghes followed. 
He sald: “In my belief the principles which 
Wycliffe proclaimed havea firmer and wider hold 
upon the country now than ever before. Three 
men—lI will mention no more—namely, the great 
Baptist preacher, Mr. Spur, nm; the famous 
American revivalist. Mr. Mo y, and Gen. Booth, 
the controlling spirit of the Salvation ne f 
who represent the Wycliffite teachings. wield 
more influence than all the priests in the churches 
of England puttogether. [Loud cheers.] Wyc- 
liffe discovered that the origin of the mischief 
which confronted him was the suppression of 
the rights of laymen in the Christian Church. 

Hear! hear!) For my part I should like to see 
aymen preaching sometimes in every Ipit. 
The church needs the co-operation of godly lay- 
men.” 

Au opportunity was afforded to those who de- 
sired to subscribe.to the commemoration tund. 
Subscriptions to the amount of £400 were quick- 
ly obtained. The meeting was dismissed with a 
benediction pronounced by Canon Taylor.

The Paris correspondent of the Daily News 
says: “Sarah Bernhardt’s Lady Macbeth wus 
a brilliant success. The audience was enthusi- 
astic. She will soon play in ‘ Macbeth’ in London.” 
The Telegraph’s correspondent says: ** Her audi- 
ence was composed of the élite of Parisian so- 
ciety. The actress made a deep impression 
and was repeatedly recalled. The tragedy was 
well mounted, but the translation was faulty. 
Bernhardt’s acting at times was terribly over- 
done. It would be better if she abstained 
from all action and trusted to her exquis- 
itely attuned voice alone.

RUMORED ARREST OF JOHN C, ENO. 


SHERIFFS WATCH HIS HOUSE FAR INTO THE 
NIGHT. 

It was generally reported about town 
last night that Mr. Jonn C. Eno, lately President 
of the Second National Bank, was to be arrested. 
As a matter of fact,- Deputy Sheriff 
McGonigal and three assistants passed the 


entire evening in the vicinity. of —his 
house, at No. 46 Park-avenue. The house 
is on the west side of the avenue, alittle below 
Thirty-seventh-street, and the map gst Sheriffs 
never wandered to the east side of the avenue 
above Thirty-seventh-street nor below Thirty- 
sixth-street. _Mr. McGonigal went away about 
9:30 o’clock, but two of his assistants spent 
the night in the locality above indicated. 
About 10 o’clock in the evening Mr. Eno’s house 
was lighted up and the outside doors of the vesti- 
bule were open. A servant girl who answered 
the reporter’s = said that Mr. Eno was not in 
town, but shortly before midnight an old 
gentleman with gray side whiskers, who 
said he was a friend of the family, 
told another Timers reporter that Mr. Eno was 
in bed up stairs, but would not be seen. Up 
to the time of going to press intelligence of Mr. 
Eno’s arrest had not been received. Neither 
President Trowbridge nor any of the Directors 
of the Second National Bank could be seen by 
reporters last night. 

t was reported at the Windsor Hotel last 
night that besides the check for $95,000, 
which Eno drew on the Second National 
Bank, after he had confessed his defal- 
cation to his father, several others, also 
drawn after the confession, had turned up. 
These checks, like the one for $95,000, Eno used 
in Wall-street, where they were accepted without 
the knowledge of the young bank President’s 
disclosures to his father. 

“A prominent financier.” said a bank officer 
last evening, “* in conversation with Eno not long 
ago, remarked: ‘Your father is a very wealthy 
man. By putting a million or two or three 
in stocks, and holding them for a rise, he 
can largely increase his fortune. This advice 
upplies to yourself as well.’ Young Eno un- 
eo gy ane ig A replied: ‘I thank youfor your ad- 
vice, but, you know, we never deal in stocks.’ 
At this very time he was coolly sinking the bank’s 
millions in Wall-street. His sang-froid was some- 
thing remarkable.” 

Mr. Eno has made no effort to keep away from 

ublic gaze since the exposure of his operations.

WARD IN TWEED’S ROOMS 


—_—_~——_—_ 


COMFORTABLY LODGED IN LUD- 
LOW-STREET JAIL. 
NO ATTEMPT TO GET THE $300,000 BAIL RE- 
QUIRED—THE CHARGES THAT ARE MADE 
IN THE TAPPAN 

A closed carriage, drawn by two spirited 
white horses, stopped in front of Ludlow-Street 
Jail at 5:50 o’clock yesterday afternoon. The 
door was shot open with a bang, and before the 
inevitable crowd could gather on the sidewalk 
Ferdinand Ward leaped out and ran nimbly up 
the jail steps. He was followed closely by Depu- 
ty Sheriff James Brown and young Sydney Green. 
Order of Arrest Clerk Thomas Moore, of the 
Sheriff's office, brought up the rear. Brown 
hastily rang the bell,and the keeper, who had 
been waiting inside,swung open the big iron 
door. The little party entered and the door 
closed. Ward wasin jail in consequence of his 
failure to produce bail in the amount of $300,000. 
Soon after his arrest in the office of Butler, 
Stillman & Hubbard, at No. 111 Broadway. 
Wednesday afternoon, Ward was taken to the 
Sinclair House, at Broadway and Eighth-street, 
where he took supper and received a few friends 
in room No. 13. At 10:30 o’clock he retired, with 
Deputy Sheriff Brown, who barricaded the door 
with a bed, a dressing-table, and some furniture. 
Ward slept like the traditional pine knot, and 
seemed but little disconcerted by the fact that he 
was under arrest with bail fixed at $300,000. He 
arose at about 7 o’clock in the morning and had 
breakfast in hisroom. At 8:30 Brown paid the 
hotel bill, said to the clerk that he would 
not return, and conducted his prisoner to 
@ carriage on Broadway. Like friends 
out for a pleasure trip, the two men jogged 
leisurely down Broadway to the office of Butler, 
Stillman & Hubbard, No. 111, where they arrived 
at9o’clock. Mr. Stillman welcomed Ward in a 
friendly way and invited him into one of the 
firm’s private rooms. Deputy Sherif Brown 
followed closely. It was thought that Ward in- 
tended to make some statement, and the doors 
were besieged by persons curious to learn the 
news for dissemination on the street. There was 
nothing new, however. It was given out by Mr. 
Stillman that his firm did not represent Mr. Ward, 
but Grant & Ward, the suspended firm. Further 
and more persistent inquiry elicited ‘the infor- 
mation that Mr. Ward was paying his customary 
daily visit to his firm’s lawyers, in order to help 


straighten out the tangle into which the books 
and other sources of information have been 
thrown by the suspension. Young Sydney 
Green, Ward’s brother-in-law, hurried into the 
office shortly afterward, and in the course of half 
an hour he was followed by William S. Ward, of 
Denver, who came East assoonas he heard of 
his brother’s trouble. 

Thena rumor ranthrough the crowd in the 
hallway that Ward was doing his best to get the 
$300,000 bail. Mr, Stillman’s door was pounded 
on, and Mr. William 8S. Ward came out to say 
that none ot his brother's relatives had made any 
effort to give or get bail, and that, in all proba- 
bility. no bail would be given. He did not be- 
lieve that anything in the way of collateral 
would be put up as bail. Subsequently it was 
explained that Ward would not offer to give bail, 
for the reason that suit after suit might be 
brought against him, thus ogee | the bail up 
to anenormousamount. The fact that at any 
moment criminal proceedings might be begun 
also deterred him fromseeking bail. It was said, 
however, that Ward’s relatives and a few per- 
sonal friends who have refused to desert him, 
were prepared to furnish bail in almost any 
amount, 

Pale and careworn, and with his eyes fixed 
upon the floor, Ward emerged from Mr. Still- 
man’s Office at 10:30 o’clock and walked with the 
Deputy Sheriff to his private room in the office 
of Grant & Ward, in the United Bank Building. 
Receiver Julien T. Davies greeted him cheerily 
and W. H. Shepard, his lawyer, came in and trie 
to brighten him up. Deputy Sheriff Brown 
seated himself conspicuously before an open 
window fronting on Broadway, and Mr. Ward, 
Mr. Davies, Mr. Stillman, Mr. Green, and Mr. 
Shepard formed themselves into a group in the 
centre of the room, Ward pored over a 
seemingly endless pile of papers with his 
friends, and Deputy Sheriff Brown puffed in- 
dolently at a big cigar, and at intervals watched 
the streams of people on the street. Mr. Davies 
soon found other business to attend to: youn 
Mr. Green strayed out into the front office, bu 
Ward and his lawyers kept at work for near! 
seven long hours. Mr. Stillman vibrated wit 
cheerful regularity between his own office and 
the private room in Grant & Ward’s, and at times 
Mr. Shepard came and went, but the Deputy 
Sheriff and his prisoner sat in their places with 
almost stoicait calmness. It was said that 
durin the da the unique transactions 
of the suspended firm from _ the _ begin- 
ning to the recent close were pointed out and 
explained more or less fully to Stillman and 
Shepard, and that special attemtion was given to 
the transactions having direct bearing upon the 
suit begun by J. Nelson ig oe at whose insti- 
gation Ward was arrested. ig: report, however, 
could not be verified by any person in Grant & 
Ward's office. Nor could anything else. Mr. 
Ward referred inquirers to Mr. Stillman; Mr. 
Brown professed not to know anything; Mr. 
Davies Was no more thana Reweiver; Mr. Green 
was reticent; Mr. Shepard had nothing to say, 
and Mr. Stillman, into whose maw all inquiries 
eventually drifted, threw about the whole mat- 
ter an air of impenetrable mystery. 

At5:15 P. M. Deputy Sheriff Brown escorted 
Ward through a passageway in the rear of Grant 
& Ward's office and emerged from the building 
on the Wall-street side. Young Mr. Green, who 
a few moments before had returned from a visit 
to Mr. Stillman’s office, followed briskly. Mak- 
ing a detour by way of Nassau and Pine streets, 
the three men entered a carriage in front of No. 
111 Broadway. They were joined by Order of 
Arrest Clerk Thomas Moore, who came down 
from the Sheriff's office to meet the party by ap- 
pointment. A few minutes bevore 6 o’clock they 
were in Ludlow-Street Jail. 

Ward glanced timidly about him for a moment 
as the big iron doors closed with a great bang 
behind him.» Then he fixed his eyes upon the 
fioor in silence. Deputy Sherit? Brown bustied 
in and shook hands warmly with Deputy Warden 
Kiernan, who begged time enough to put the 
oath to an old soldier, incidentally ng a op to 
Mr. Moore that he never felt better in his life. 
Then Mr. Brown turned and saw Ward standing 
painfully by the grated door. 

*Cume in, Mr. Davis,” he said hospitably. 
** Come in and make yourself comfortable.” 

Mr. Ward answered with great alacrity to the 
name of Davis and entered the Warden’s office. 
Ina sepulchral whisper a ae | Sheriff Brown 
introduced “Mr. Davis” to Deputy Warden 
Kiernan.

davits. Mr. J. Nelson Tappan swore that in Sep- 
tember, 1883, he was approached py Ward, who 
told him that the firm of Grant & Ward had been 
fora considerable time engaged in buying con- 
tracts of the United States Government and the 
claims of contractors against the Government; 
that on account of the great delay which con- 
tractors usually experienced in collecting their 
money they were willing to sell these contracts 
and claims therefor at large discounts; that ow- 
ing to the great influence which Grant & 
Ward had with the officers of the Govern- 
ment the firm would have no trouble in 
securing prompt settlements of such contracts 
after they were assigned to thefirm. The firm 
now proposed to go into this business very 
largely. and had determined to givea few of their 
intimate friends a chance to divide the profits. 
If Mr. Tappan would advance money to the firm 
there would be absolutely no risk whatever; that 
it would be just the same as indorsing a Govern- 
ment bond. Relying on this representation, 
Tappan, in September, 1883, began to advance 
money. It was understood at all times when 
Tappan advanced this money that it was to be 
used in purchasing those contracts and the claims 
of those contractors against the United States 
Government. When he paid moneys to Grant & 
Ward they gave him receipts in this form: 

New-York, April 2, 1584. 

Received from J. Nelson Tappan , which we 
agree to return to him Junel, 1854. 

(Signed) GRANT & WARD. 

Mr. Tappan further alleged that between April 
2 and April 25, 1884, he advanced to the firm sums 
amounting in all to $320,000, for which amount 
this action is brought. All the statements and 
representations made to him by Ward concern- 
ing those contracts were false and fraudulent, 
and were made for the purpose of inducing him 
(Zappen) to advance the money in question. In- 
stead of using the money in purchasing the Gov- 
ernment-contracts or the claims of contractors, 
it was used for other purposes and for specula- 
tions in no manner connected with Government 
contracts. 

Mr. William H. Bingham, a broker, whose _offi- 
ces are in the Mills Building, made an affidavit 
that he had personal knowledge of the advance 
of money by Tappan to Grant & Ward. About 
two weeks before the failure of Grant & Ward 
he (Bingham) met Ward at the Marine Bank. 
Bingham at this time had advanced money him- 
self to the firm on the strength of those Govern- 
ment contracts, and was suspicious that every- 
thing was not all right. He was anxious 
to estimate the risks of the venture, 
and told Ward that if he (Bingham) could 
be informed more fuily of the secret ar- 
rangements which the firm had with the United 
Stutes Government, he could command large 
amounts of money for future advances. Ward 
replied that. if he were willing to divulge these 
secret arrangements he could command millions 
to Bingham’s thousands. Since the failure Bing- 
ham saw Ward and asked him to show some of 
the Government contracts and explain to him 
more specifically the particulars of them. 
Ward refused to give any explanation. for 
two or three days after the failure Bing- 
ham, aided by an experienced Govern- 
ment contractor, investigated the contract busi- 
ness; at the office of Grant & Ward he made in- 
quiries of every member of the firm he was able 
to see and also inquired of their book-keeper 
and employes, but he was unable to find out 
anything whatever about the alleged contracts, 
except that they were fictitious and fraudulent. 
On the day of the failure he met James D. Fish 
and asked him in regard to the contract specula- 
tions; that Fish replied that he himself had 
never seen a Government contract owned by the 
firm or an assignment of the claim of any con- 
tractor. Fish believed that Ward was a scoun- 
drel and that this Government contract business 
was all a myth. 

Mr. J. Sewell Tappan, a Nassau-street banker 
and ason of J. Nelson Tappan, made an affidavit 
that onthe morning after the failure he was 
awakened from his sleep by a messenger, who 
eae him a letter from Ward. of which the fol- 
owing isa copy, the address being **J. Nelson 
or Sewell Tappan:” 

NEw-YORK, May 8, 1884. 

DEAR TAPPAN: I want you, before taking any ac- 
tion in relation to our matters, to send Sewell down to 
see me. I have important information to communi- 
cate. If you and I work together we can do much more 
than you think; but if we don’t I don’t know how it will 
come out. Now, don’t failto have Sewell see me be- 
fore you do anything. Yours, WARD. 

Early that morning Sewell Tappan visited 
Ward’s house, in Brooklyn, and was informed 
that the latter was so sick that he could not be 
seen, but that he would meet Tappan at the 
office of Grant & Ward at 11 o’clock. Tappan 
was there at the time named, and he requested 
Ward to explain to him the nature of the con- 
tract business. Ward said thataiie could not—he 
did not know.anything about it—it was..a sub- 
ject on which he could not talk. Then Mr. Tap- 
pan asked Ward what was the riature of the im- 

ortant information referred 'to-in ‘his letter of 

hat morning, but Ward refused to answer that 
question. 

Mr. John K. Dos Passos, of counsel for J. Nel- 
son Tappan, said yesterday to a TIMES reporter: 
““Mr. Tappan was introduced to Mr. Ward by 
Mr. Fish. Mr. Tappan invested his money and 
that of his friends in this business wholly upon 
his belief in the purity and sagacity of Mr. Fish’s 
character, and with the knowledge that Gen. 
Grant was a partner in the firm of Grant & 
Ward. The statement of Ward before Mr. 
Hamilton Cole that Mr. Tappan drew out of the 
firm of Grant & Ward about $1,100,000 is partial 
only, as every business man will perceive when 
he reflects on it. It only constitutes one side of 
the account, namely, the credit side. Now, the 
debit side will show that Mr. Tappan and his 
friends invested between $1,500,000 and $1,600,000, 
and thatto-day they are actual losers to an ex- 
tent of $400,000 or upward.”’ 

It is now certain that all the persons who got 
extravagant profits on their investments with 
Grant & Ward will be called on to account for 
the money received by them, and that the 
courts will be asked to declare that they must, 
in equity, hand over to the Receiver of that 
tirm all but a legal interest return for the money 
they originally invested. Thesuit in which Re- 
ceiver Davies has obtained from Judge Donohue 
an injunction restraining William S. Warner 
from disposing of or encumbering the property 
transferred to him by Ferdinand Ward on May7 
indicates this. In his complaint Mr. Davies 
says that the nominal liabilities of Grant & 
Ward, including those to creditors holdiug col- 
laterals, amount to more than $14,000,000, and 
tne eee of the liabilities are wholly unse- 
cured. Respecting William &. Warner's rela- 
tions to Grant & Ward, he says: “ War- 
ner made advances of money to Ward upon 
agreements that the same should be repaid at 
certain times, with other amounts, called profits, 
computed usually at the rate of 20 per cent. per 
month. Inthecourse of the transactions War- 
ner has paidto Ward about $6,000,000, and bas 
received in return $7,800,000, all of the transac- 
tions being between July 18, 1882, and May 5, 1884, 
A short time after the transactions began Warner 
had received from Ward, in the form of profits. 
computed at the rate of 20 percent. per month, 
all the advances which he bad made. After that 
all the so-called advances or loans by Warner to 
Ward were in great measure with money which 
he had previously obtained from Ward. Warner, 
by returning apart of the peer as a basis for 
further transactions, developed a large apparent 
indebtedness to himself. The amounts paid to 
Ward became constantly larger, and the so-called 
indebtedness to Warner constantly increased till 
the failure of the firm.” 

Mr. Davies goes on to say that the alleged con- 
tracts on which the transactions purported to be 
based were entirely fictitious, and from the facts 
that were known to Warner he had reasonable 
cause to believe thisand that the firm of Grant 
& Ward was insolvent. During ali the latter part 
of the transactions of Ward and Warner the lat- 
ter had good pround for believing that the for- 
mer had been guilty either of some crime or 


fraud or disgraceful conduct in connection with | 


his business, which would be disclosed if the pay- 


Moreover, the said money was paid and trans- 
ferred by Ward to Warner and received by the 
latter in fraud of the rights of creditors of the 
firm of Grant & Ward. 

On the ground that the conveyances of real 
estate from Ward to Warner on May 7 were 
also fraudulent, Receiver Davies asks the court 
to compel Warner to convey the real estate to 
him in trust, and that after an accounting has 
been ordered and had Warner shall be adjudged 
to owe him, as Receiver, for the benefit of Grant 
& Ward’s creditors, whatever sum shall be found 
to have been wrongfully paid to him by Ward. 

In an aftidavit in support of the application 
for the injunction Ferdinand Ward avers that 
he asked Warner to allow the rate of interest on 
the latter’s investments to be reduced from 20 to 
10 per cent.a month. Warner refused, threaten- 
ing at the same time to callon Grant & Ward to 
pay him the money apparently due him. Ward 
also declares that Warner drew up the contracts 
on which the profits accrued, and made them as 
favorable to himself as possible. 

President Henry B. Hyde, of the Equitable 
Life Assurance society, states that at present 
that society hasno loans with Grant & Ward, 
except one which is made on the promissory 
notes of the Erie Railroad Company. secured by 
double the amount of Chicago and Atlantic 
bonds. The Erie Railroad Leag tag d has notified 
the society that it will pay the loan due the 
Equitable at maturity. 

x-Judge Teese, counsel for the Mutual Bene- 
fit Insurance Company, of Newark, said yester- 
ony oer the company had loaned Grant & Ward 
$100,000 some time ago upon securities, among 
which were 100 shares of the Cleveland, Colum- 
bus, Cincinnati and indianapolis Railroad Com- 
pany, and an equal number of shares of the St. 
Louis and San Francisco Railroad. The bonds 
were claimed by the roads, and the company so!d 
all the other stocks for $101,000, which was $75 
more than the amount of the loan. Money was 
also loaned to Grant & Ward on New-York City 
revenue bonds. It has been agreed between the 
company und the Receiver that the company 
may take the bonds at par and accrued interest,

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LANDING THE CABLE’S END. 
THE PART OF THE WORK WHICH WAS DONE 
AT ROCKPORT YESTERDAY. 

Rooxport, Mass., May 22.—It was the 
unexpected which happened to-day in the 
Mackay-Bennett cabie matter. The townspeople, 
by reason of the long series of disappointments 
they had experienced, had settled down to a 
skeptical attitude and become disinclined to ac- 
cept any reports of the Faraday’s speédy arrival. 
And so it happened that the steamer came, 
landed the shore cable, and steamed off beyond 
the horizon almost before the Cape Ann people 
had fairly realized the fact that the thing was 
being actually accomplished. 

It is at the same time true that cable connec. 
tion between Cape Ann and Dover Bay is not yet 
established, nor likely to be before Saturday or 
Sunday. It all comes from that fatal after- 
thought of dropping theline in a new track. 
This policy, in some way not easy for the unin- 
itiated to understand, so affected the condition 
of things on the steamer with reference ta 
handling the cable, that to have continued 
paying out to the vicinity of the Cape Ann 
coast would have involved a great deal of 
extra labor, so when the steamer had reached a 


point about 250 miles distant from Rockport— 
that is, nearly opposite Cape Sable—the cable 
people decided to indulge once more in their fa- 
vorite pastime of cutting the cable‘and buoeying 
it. It was done, and the Faraday steamed on to 
Rockport with a speed unimpeded by the trail of 
the cable. 

Thus it was that she reached here so much 
sooner than she was expected. She sighted 
Thatcher's Island about 12:30 this morning, hove 
to, and waited for the dawn. Then, having se- 
cured a pilot by signaling, she steamed into the 
Bay, off Cape Hedge, and anchored about three- 
quarters of a mile from the shore. The work waa 
begun immediately. The distance was first ac- 
curately ascertained by stretching a smal! steel 
wire from the steamer to the rescuing station. 
Then a rope cable was similarly extended across 
the intervenin water and anchored fast 
on the beach. Three a po 
rafts were lowered and were load with 
the shore section of the canle, distributed 
among the raftsin coils. This work consumed 
much time, but at last. the rafts, fully manned 
by sailors and accompanied by four boats, com- 
manded by the: steamer’s officers, were. started 
shoreward, the rafts being propelied by the men 

ulling on the rope previously stretched to the 

each. The tiotiila consumed the better part of 
an hour on the tae as the men on the rafts had 
to pay out the cable slowly as they proceeded. 

The weather'was calm and bright, but a sea- 
swell produced enough surf to make the landing 
quite exciting. The crowd of spectators was 
sinall as compared with whet would have been 
the case had the occasion been more timely. 
The townspeople had been apprised of the arrival 
of the steamer by the ringing of the church bells 
a little before 6 o’clock, but a very large portion 
of the crowd arrived after the most interesting 
part of the scene occurred. This was the landing, 
which took place about 10 o’clock. The sailors, 
as they tugged away at the rope near the shore, 
set up asea song in chorus. The empty rafts 
first landed, but not until they had been tossed 
about pretty roughly by the breakers. Then 
the ratt carrying the remaining cable, hav- 
ing stood. off until the word was given, was 
fairly bounced high and dry by the united 
efforts of sailors, officers, and land-lubbers 
pulling on the rope. The cable was uncoiled by 
the seamen and hauled up until one end had en- 
tered the signal station, the work being done 
with great alacrity. Then everybody connected 
with the Faraday assembled and gave three 
hurried cheers and then got back to the 
steamer as soon as possible. The officers of 
the expedition had been invited by a committee 
of citizens to come ashore and partake of a ban- 

uet, but they politely declined, for the reason 
that they had strict orders to leave here at once, 
after having accomplished the work here. When 
the event was practically over the band and can- 
non arrived on the spot and each spoke accord- 
ing to his own fashion, but received not the 

slightest recognition from the Faraday. 

The steamer got away just before noon and 
proceeded to pay out cable toward its last buoy, 
where the final splice will be made, it is thought, 
on Saturday or Sunday, and thus the first section 
will have been laid. The Faraday will next pro- 
ceed to pick-up the ends of the double ocean 
cable, about 73 miles east of Dover Bay, and will 
pay out 1,000 miles toward Ireland. Then 
she will. leave the cables twoyed again, and 
go direct to London to get more cable with 
which to complete the job. Notwithstanding the 
seeming slight to’ the Rockporters’ hospitality, 
every one took the matter philosophically and 
enjoyed the day asa holidsy. Business was gen- 
erally suspended; everybody was abroad having 
as good a time as possible. The local band gave 
informdl concerts, and in the evening the citi- 
zens and invited guests, i00 in number, enjoyed 
the banquet and the speech-making all by them 
selves.

THE VALIDITY OF CERTAIN BONDS. 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 22.—Associate 
Justice Stanley Matthews, of the United States 
Supreme Court, to-day decided the case of Ev- 
erett and others against Trastee Whitworth and 
othersin favor’ of the defendants.

ACTIVE STEPS TO BE TAKEN BY THE 
CATHOLIC CHURCH. 

SAVANNAH, Ga,, May 22.—A pastoral, 
which will be read in all the churches of the 
Catholic Diocese of Savannah next Sunday, in- 
dicates the beginning of active steps for carry- 
ing on the propaganda among the colored 
people of the Soyth. Bishop William H. Gross, 
who is an American in education and line of 
thought, thinks that the time has con.e for an 
official effort to spread the tenets of the Roman 
Church among the negroes. The Bishop says 


that the church alone can purify the licentious 
phases of colored life, and make of the colored 
man a worthy citizen. The Bishop further 
says: 

“ According to the latest census of Georgia, our col- 
ored population is at present about 725,000 souls. Sta- 
tistics show us that the colored population in the 
Southern States hus increased at the rate of 35 per 
cent. every 10 years, while the white population in the 
Somthern States has only increased at the rate of 20 
per cent. These fucts show us that there is in our 
midst a vast population rapidly increasing, but which, 
most unfortunately, tukes only a uw place in the scale 
of education and morality. Their influence on society 
in the entire Stute must be very great for weal 
or woe. They have also the right of the ballot, 
to elect and be elected to all the offices in the Common- 
wealth, and to take a lurge share in the ruling and law- 
making power in the State. These colored peopie have 
immortal souls, created by the same God who called 
our being from nothingness into existence; souls equal- 
ly redeemed by the precious blood of our Lord Jesus 

hrist, and destined, like us, to the highest 
porsibdle end—the possession of God for all eter- 
nity. Now, therefore, it is clearly. our most 
grave duty as the Pastor of this diocese to make 
every efiort for the salvation of their souls. It 
isthe duty of the priests, our fellow-luborers in the 
vast field of this diocese, to labor assiduously for their 
salvation. And you, also, dearly beloved brethren of 
the laity, it is also your duty to doin your sphere 
what you can for those souls for whom Christ died on 
the gibbetof the cross, There is only one truly correct 
way to lift the colored people to the high piahe which 
we most earnestly desire, and that way is the work of 
the Catholic Church.” 


The pastoral continues: 


“ Here is this constantly increasing multitude in our 
midst, and the problem to be solved is, Shail they be- 
come a dire burden to thiscomniunity or a blessing? 
We can well usk ourselves are they advancing in chas- 
tity, honesty, industry, and morality in the same rate 
as they increase numerically. It may perhaps be asked 
why there has been done so little in Georgia for them 
by the holy church. The reason is evident. In the 
very settlement of Georgia, under a charter from the 
British Government, Catholics were excluded. The 
tide of Catholic immigration was therefore 
turned away. The settlement of Georgia was 
made exclusively by Protestants, and few were 
the Catholics that came to Georgia after the estab- 
lishment of our Paarensence. ven at the present 
day the number of Catholics scattered over this terri- 
tory is but 25,000. The vast slave population before the 
war was, therefore, owned by Protestant masters. The 
Catholic priest could not reach theslave. In spite of 
disadvantages the clergy of this diocese have not for- 
gotten the colored people. tavannah, Atlanta, and 
Augusta have Sunday-schools tor the colored people. 
A 4 school was opened in Savannah under charge of 
the Sisters of St. Joseph for colored children, and a so- 
ciety for colored men was founded under the patronage 
of the African St. Benedict. The order of St. Benedict, 
which was so great au instrument in God's providenceto 
bring the true faith and with it Christian civiliza'ion 
to our barbarian forefathers, the Goths and the Van- 
dals, opened a few years ago their monastery for tne 
Christian education of the mepross, The work of the 
Benedictine Fathers among the colored people in Sa- 
vannah is prowing cal more in value. A branch of 
the Catholic Knights of America, to be composed ex- 
clusively of colored men, bas been successfu ik estab- 
lished in the Cathedral parish, and the sodulities for 
reut editication. ‘lhe two colored 
schools in’Savannah taught by the Sisters of Mercy con- 
tain about 200 scholars. A successful schoo! exists in 
Washington, Wilkes County, and one will soon be 
opened in Sharon.” 

The Bishop concludes by ordering a special 
service and collection for the advancement of 
the faith among the colored people. This bold 
and decided stand, which points toa higher fut- 
ure for the negro, will engage the earnest atten- 
tion of the evangelical churches, who see them- 
selves in danger of being outstrip by the 
zealous Catholic Bishop of Savannah. It is in 
strong contrast with the attitude of Bishop 
Prince, of the Methodist Church, who refuses to 
believe in the future of the negro.

THE PENN BANK TO RESUME. 

PrrrsBuRG, Penn., May 22.—The officers 
of the Penn Bank were busy to-day getting their 
affairs in shape for resumption to-morrow. 
Their clearances were made good to-day. Many 
of the largest depositors have signified their in- 
tention of allowing their money to lay in the 
bank, and long before the regular hour for open- 
ing this morning a number of the heaviest de- 
positors forced their way to the side entrance 


and insisted upon making deposits. The bank 
refused to accept them, however, until to-mor- 
row. Thestockholders of the bank were in ses- 
sion all day. This evening the announcement 
was made that business would be resumed at 
noon to-morrow with $680,000 in cash onthe 
counter, and a reserve fund of $450,000 for 
emergencies. The amount hable to draft by de- 
positors is $900,000, but depositors representing 
$150,000 have signed an agreement not to with- 
draw. The Masonic Bank, on which there was a 
smail run yesterday, received deposits this morn- 
ing to the amount of $30,00) more than was paid 
out. At McKeesport a run was begyin on the 
People’s Bank, but by noon confidence was re- 
stored, the deposits exceeding the cash paid out

MURDERED IN A BAR-ROOM. 

Boston, Mass., May 22.—A fatal shooting 
affray. occurred to-night in the bar-room of 
Michael Gleason, No. 53 Howard-street. Samuel 
Allen and James Sullivan were in the saloon. 
Allen laid money upon the counter, when a third 
man, D. Hansell, covered the money w.th his 
hand and Allen accused him of taking his money. 


Allen, who was intoxicated, drew a revolver 
from his hip pocket and at first pointed it at Sul- 
livan, saying “1’m going to shoot you,” and 
pulled the trigger, but it failed to go off. Sulli- 
van made some light remark, when Allen sud- 
denly wheeled around and discharged the con- 
tents of the revolver at Hansell. The ball 
entered Hansell’s left breast and passed directly 
through the heart. The murderer immediately 
made his way to the street, presenting his re- 
volver at the head of one of the two gentlemen 
who tried to bar his escape.

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LOUISVILLE AND NASHVILLE. 
SOME NEW POINTS ABOUT MR. BALDWIN’S 
SPECULATIONS. 

A gentleman who has long been inter- 
ested in the affairs of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville gave a new version of the recent trouble in 
regard to ex-President Baldwin yesterday. He 
said: “I think there must be some mistake 
about the purchase by Mr. Baldwin and his asso- 
ciates for thair individual account of $809,000 of 
city bonds which, after a heavy Gecline, they 
saddled on the Louisville and Nashville at the 
purchase price. This,I think, you will find to 
be the story: Two years or so ago Bald- 
win and E. H. Green bought of the city 
of Louisville, Ky.,in tWeir individual capacity 
and for their own account and personal profit, 
$1,000,000 of Louisville and Nashville stock at 
about 80. After holding the stock for several 
months and witnessing a beavy decline in it they 
turned it over to the company at the original 
purchase price. Mr. Baldwin restored $203,009 on 
account of the losses. It would be interest- 
ing to know what became of the remainder 
of the enormous. speculative interest. 
I understand that the company has 
taken what remains of the purchuses of stock 
for the pool. The stock was all bought and is 
held on margin. If the pool were to liquidate at 
the present prices the loss would be between 
$450,000 and $500,000. Will the company assume 
this loss with the further large contingent liabil- 
ity in the event of an additional decline, or will 
it hold Baldwin responsible ?

CHEATING THE GALLOWS. 


A MURDERER COMMITS SUICIDE IN HIS CELL. 

Easton, Penn., May 22.—Sabato D’ Aless- 
andre, the Italian murderer, hanged himself in 
his cell in the County Jail to-day. He was alive 
at 120’clock when the Deputy Warden visited 
his cell, but at 10’clock was found by the War- 
den on the floor dead. He had hanged himself 
to the grating of his cell door by a rope 
about one-quarter of an inch thick, made 
of carpet chain which he had received while cut- 
ting carpet rags. After he had hung a while the 
rope must have broken, tor his body was 
stretched on the floor. The noose was tight 
about his throat, and the strangulation continued 
after he fell. He struck on his face, and a large 
amount of blood flowed from his nose. 

In February, 1883, Sabato D’Allessandre killed 
Phillive Petrie, a fellow-laborer on the railroad, 
with a hatchet at night while the victim was 
paces. His counsel made every effort to save 
his life, and after the verdict took the case to the 
Supreme Court, but were not successful in se- 
curing benefit to the prisoner. The Board of 
Pardons was appealed to, and on Tuesday de- 
cided to decline recommending a commutation 
from death sentence to imprisonment for life. 
One of the prisoners told Sabato the decision 
last evening, and to-day he awaited his oppor- 
tunity and took his life.

FOR TARIFF REFORM. 


BY THE MASSACHUSETTS 
LEAGUE. 


Boston, May 22.—The Executive Com- 
mittee of the new Massachusetts Tariff Reform 
League have issued an address to the people in 
which they say that ** The special interests which 
have combined together for the purpose of re- 
sisting any substantial change in the tariff have 
succeeded by perfect organization and constant 
pressure in creating a false impression at Wash- 
ington as to the opinions of the people upon the 
qustion,” and that “ this impression can only be 
corrected by organized and well-directed action 
on the part of those who believe the present 


policy unsound and are willing to enforce their 
opinions, if need be, at the polls.” Accordingly 
they invite all persons who sympathize with the 
objects of the league to become members and 
aid actively in the work of local organization. 
Regarding the question of the reduction of the 
revenues they say: 

“Our duties on imports, arranged not forthe purpose 
of raising revenue, but solely with reference to protec- 
tion, obear annually into the ‘Treasury at least 
$100,000,000 more than is needed for any legitimate 

ublic purpose. This immense surplus is a temptation 
Oo a wasteful and extravagant expending of public 
money. It is demoralizing alike to legislators and to 
those who believe themselves to have any title 
to Government aid. It should be cut down shortly and 
sharply. It has been proposed in the interests of pro- 
tection to reduce the revenue by abolishing 
the internal taxes on spirits, beer, and: tobacco. 
These taxes are recognized and imposed as fit 
and proper by every civilized. Government. 
They have the advantage of taking nothing 
from tax-payers over and above what they yield to the 
public treasury. It would be monstrous to abolish or 
reduce any of these while retaining the protective 
taxes which affect the necessaries of life, impose a use- 
less burden on consumers and fetter the trade and in- 
dustry of the country.” 

The committee further cay: 

“The league is not formed forthe purpose of abol- 
ishing at once all protective duties without giving time 
for indus'ries which have been artificially stimuluted 
to adjust themselves to new and better conditions. 
But protection should no longer be maintained at 
the extravagant point where it now stands, 
The present extreme tariff with, ties ranging 
from 40 to 100 per cent. and more, is indefenmble, and 
the sooner it is reduced to a reasonable basis the bet- 
ter. A great reduction, if wisely made, can be borne 
by the industries which are now protected. ‘The 
league believes that it is time that great abuses of our 
ot eee should be put an end to; that war taxes 
after 20 years of ound ‘peace should be reduced; 
that the revenue shoald be brought down tothe sum 
required for the legitimate expenses of the Govern- 
ment; that the profits of individuals at the expense of 
the geese should be cut off, and that this country 
should be enabled to take its proper share of the trade 
and commerce of the world.”

IN AND ABOUT THE CITY 
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‘A HOME FOR THE HOMELESS. 
OPENING EXERCISES OF THE WEST sSiDE 
LODGING-HOUSE., 

Lights streamed last evening from every 
window of the bandsome four-story building 
which Mr. John Jacob Astor has erected on the 
north-west corner of Thirty-second-street and 
Seventh-avenue, for homeless boys of the Chil- 
dren’s Aid Society. The opening services 
of the institution, which is known as the 
West Side Lodging-house, were held during 
the evening. The exereises began with 
a cornet solo and an _ Italian chorus 
by the children of the society’s Italian school in 
Leonard-street, under the direction of Conterno. 
The Rev. Henry F. Field offereda prayer, and 
there was music by the Excelsior Choir. The 
President of the society, Mr. William A. Booth, 
made the opening address, Two or three years 


ago, he said, the society began to find its ac- 
commodations insufficient, but it saw no way in 
which to provide more room. One morning be 
found on his desk a letter from Mr. Astor 
saying that if the society would furnish the 
lot it might draw on him for $40,000 with which 
to erect a building. The lot was found. and nine 
months ago work upon the building was begun. 
The building would accommodate 100 to 150 boys. 
Last month thesociety cared for in its various in- 
stitutions 600 children. From 12,000 to 15,000 were 
cared for annually. Since the organization of 
the society in 1853 over 250,000 children had been 
sheltered, fed, educated, and assisted by it. “It has 
come to this,” said Mr. Bootb, * that now no des- 
titute boy or girl need look further than our so- 
ciety for a home.” 

In 1854," said Mr. C. L. Brace, the Secretary 
of the Society, ‘we erected our first building. 
The principles and methods we adopted then 
have been followed and developed since. The 
boys’ lodging-house is a hotel, a lodging-house, 
und an emigration office. It aims to take the 
street roverand makea good boy of him. We 
have a boys’ savings bank, which doesn’t pay a 
high rate of interest nor loan out its securities. 
Some of the boys, I’m freetosay, do not look with 
unqualified enthusiasm upon our emigration of- 
fice. But they get over that when they learn of 
the pleasant homes inthe West. In the 30 years 
ot our existence we have had time to test the 
efficacy of this scheme. No civilized city has 
shown such a reduction in juvenile crime as this 
city has shown during the last 10 years. We be- 
lieve that much of this is due to such societies ag 
ours. Our house in Eighteenth-street broke u 
the Nineteenth-street gang, and we have gradual- 
ly changed the character of that quarter of the 
city. It costs us per year for each child fed 
and sheltered in these lodging-houses,” 

‘* There is one name connected with this house 
which is unforgotten,” said Mr. Brace in conclu- 
sion. “A man of chivalric nature and manly 
tenderness, a friend of the friendiess, and one 
whom to know was to love. I refer to the late 
Theodore Roosevelt. Surely, if spirits can look 
down from their abode on high he will look down 
on every movement of this charity. The mantle 
of his courage and his sympathy has fa lenon a 
young man who, during the late Winter, bas 
shown such devotion to the public interests 
that he has quickened the pulse of the whole 
country. Yet even in the midst of his herculean 
task of cleaning out the Augean stables of this 
municipality, he has found time to labor among 
these boys.”” The Hey. W. 8S. Rainsford said that 
Sunday-school influences were inadequate to 
grapple with evils born in achild. ** What cana 
teacher do in half an hour, an: hour once 
a week,” said he, “when during every 
other hour of the week the child is 
subjected to the worst possible influences? 
The Sunday School is good, but it doesn't go far 
enough. 1 want to see these positive evils point- 
ed out to the children, It is not enough to hint at 
possible temptations. We want the boys and 
girls taught just how theevils will come. We 
want them taught the use of their awn bodies, 
and I believe it ought to be done with diagrams, 
These boys should be taught the awful results 
which may come from the excesses of intemper- 
ance or lust—excesses which they are certainly 
going to commit unless the evils of them are 

ointed out. Thatis just the work which such 
nstitutions as this can do, and I am heartily and 
thoroughly in sympathy with them.” 

Mr. D. Willis James said that New-York stcod 
between the East and the West. From the East 
she received the thousands of the Old World, and 
into the West she sent them. Her work here was 
such as no other community had ever been given 
todo. The Rev. Dr. William M. Taylor took as 
his theme the words, ** Homeiess agg “Think,” 
he said, * of the potentiality there is ina boy; of 
what he may become on the one hand or the 
other. Give him the proper training and he may 
grow up to be a blessing to all he comes in con- 
tact with. But leave him alone, and he will be-« 
come @ man whose name shall ‘make the world 
turn pale.’ ”

WHY GOVERNMENT LINES SHOULD 
BE ESTABLISHED. 
REPORT OF THE SENATE POST OFFICE COM- 
MITTEE--THE EXCESSIVE CHARGES .OF 
THE WESTERN UNION COMPANY. 


WASHINGTON, May 22.—The report of the 
Senate Committee on Post Offices and Post 
Roads, prepared by Senator Hill, on the subject 
of the postal telegraph was adopted to-day. In 
respect to the instructions given by the Senate 
to inauire whether the cost of telegraphic cor- 
respondence has been raised by the stock divi- 
dends of the Western Union Company and by its 
various consolidations and leases, the commit- 
tee believe they can best comply by giving 
3 history of the increase of the debts, 
rentals, and stock capital of the company, 
and such information as is attainable as 
to the actual value of the tangible property 
which it holds, either by direct ownership or 
lease. At the present time its capital is $80,000,000, 
its bonded debt is $7.778,000, bearing an annual 
interest of $466,911, and the annual rentals which 
it has assumed, obligations to pay for leased 
lines, are $528,000, which leases, capitalized on the 
basis of an annual interest of 6 per cent., are 
equal to a debt of $8,800,000. Its total sharé debt 
and rental capital is therefore $96,578,000, and as 
the dividends upon the stock part of it are at the 
rate of 6 per cent. per annum, the annual sum 
required to be derived from its business in 
order to pay the charges upon this capital is 
$5,794,911. It is also under obligations to pay 
annual rentals of $700,000 for Atlantic cables, 
and of $301,000 for Cuban cables and for the 
Gold and Stock Company, being a total of $1,100,- 
000, which, if capitalized at 6 per cent. interest, 
is equal to a debt of $16,688,000. But if this 
leased property as a whole yields an income 
equal to the rentals paid for it, it will not be 
necessary for the Western Union Company to 
impose a tax upon the internal telegraphic busi- 


ness ot the company in orderto make good a 
deficiency. How much income it does yield does 
not clearly appear. In respect. to the stock cap- 
ital of the Western Union Company, amounting 
to $80,000,000, it kas arisen, nearly the whole of it, 
from stock dividends and from purchases made 
of the lines of other companies, which were 
paid for by issues of stock. It is evi- 
deut, the report continues, without pursuing 
this branch of the subject further, that the 
prices which the Western Union paid in its stock 
for competing lines were vastly in excess of 
either the cost or earning capacity of the prop- 
erty acquired. It was claimed before the com- 
mittee by the President of the Western Union 
that it had, from time to time, expended out of 
its current earnings cofsiderable money on con- 
struction account, that isto say, in additions to 
its lines and ie OO over and above their 
maintenance. This may be true to some extent, 
but cannot be true to the extent of justifying 
the enormous stock dividends which the com- 
pany has made, nor was the appropriation of 
current income to construction account sufficient 
to prevent the payment of munificent cash divi- 
dends to the shareholders, who received in that 
way, from({1867 to 1883, (both inclusive,) $34,000,000 
in addition to stock dividends of $25,807,190. 

As the prices paid by the Western Union in its 
own stock do not furnish even an approximate 
idea of the actual cost of the lines which it has 
purchased from other companies, and as the 
representatives of the Western Union, which 
alone possesses the information, have given no 
definite or detailed account of the amounts of 
money it has itself expended in the construction 
of lines, the committee has endeavored to ascer- 
tain what it would now cost to reproduce lines 
equal in every respect to those which 
the Western Union has acquired. The pres- 
ent cost of similar lines is a near 
approximation to the cost of the existing lines. 
There has been a fall in the price of wire as com- 
pared with the average price during the period 
when the existing lines were constructed, but 
this is partially and perbaps wholly offset by the 
rise in the price of poles. The President of the 
Western Union stated to the committee that the 
books of the company show that the miles of 
wire owned by it are 348,819, and that the miles 
controlled and leased are 82,909, making a 
total of 481.628. Among the miles owned 
he reckoned the lines of companies pur- 
chased, including the cases of companies 
the separate organization which is kept 
up for various reasons, but all the shares of 
which, except a minute portion, are held by the 
Western Union. Deducting the wires leased to 
newspapers, railroads, aud individuals, the rent- 
als of which do not appear in the receipts for 
telegrams, and deducting, also, the lines which 
are really mere duplicates and practically use- 
less, which formed a part of the property ob- 
tained by the Western Union in its multiplied 
acquisitions of other companies, the com- 
mittee believes it to be a large estimate 
to assume that the number of miles of 
wire actually used in and necessary to 
its business of transmitting telegrams is 
350,000. The committee velieve also that the 
average cost of wire, including poles, construc- 
tion, and the instruments for telegraphing, 
would not exceed $70 per mile, which would 
makea total of $24,500,000. At present thero 
are in this country, on an average, about three 
miles of wire to one mile of pole line; but as 
telegrapnic business increases the proportion of 
wires will be larger. The exact excess of the 
capitalization of the Western Union beyond the 
actual cost of its linesand beyond what it would 
now cost to reproduce similar lines cannot be 
determined. That it is enormous is entirely 
plain and undisputed. 

In reference to the inquiry whether this excess 
of capitalization, arising from stock dividends 
and from purchases of other lines at inflated 
prices paid in stock, has operated injuriously in 
the way of increasing the charges of the West- 
ern Union for the transmission of telegrams, the 
committee deems it sufficient to say that its own 
conclusions correspond with the opinion of the 
country; that its effect in that direction cannot 
be a matter of doubt, and that it has been very 
great. The cwollen capitalization of the West- 
ern Union has created at one and the same time 
a cover, and, an inducement, and in some 
senses a necessity, for excessive charges for 
telegrams. So long as, and so far as, the 
public have been made to believe that the 
nominal capital was areal one, it has tended to 
cause an acquiescence in excessive charges, 
while the exposure of the actual nature of the 
nominal capital does not diminish the pressure 
of the motives which impel the managers of the 
company to keep up charges which are essential 
to the maintenance of the present dividends 
upon the immense mass of its watered stock. 

For the purpose of relieving the country of 
the burden of charges for telegrams, which are 
too high, of making those charges more equa! as 
between different localities and different classes 
of telegrams, and of guarding against the mis- 
chief and dangers of leaving the control of 
the telegraphic business of the country 
in the hands of a rivate company 
which enjoys a practical monopoly, the 
committee have reported the accompanying 
bill, (S. 2,022.) The constitutional right of this 
Government toestablish a postal telegraph under 
its power to establish Post Officesand post roads 
seems too clear to require argument. It has 
always been recognized, and the first telegraphic 
line in this country was constructed and operated 
and owned by the United States. In all, or nearly 
all, European countries the business of telegraph- 
ing is managed by the public authorities. The 
war power and the power to regulate commerce 
between the States are sometimes invoked, 
and may be fairly invoked, as also justifying 
this Government in establishing a postal tele- 
graph, but the power to establish Post Offices 
and post roads is of itself abundantly sufficient 
for the purpose. A practical construction long 
ago extended it to modes of communication not 
known when the Constitution was formed, such 
as steam-boats and railroads, and there can be 
no diffi-ulty in extending it to other modes 
since discovered, such as the telegraph and the 
telephone, and to aor other modes which may 
be discovered hereafter. To another objec- 
tion. to a postal telegraph, that it will 
operate injuriously upon the business and 
protits of private telegraphs, there are ob- 
vious and sutticient answers. All persons 
engaged in any business not rotected by the 
monopoly of a patent, know and act upon the 
knowledge that they are exposed to the competi- 
tion of other persons and of the public authori- 
ties. The postal money order system intericres 
with the,business of bankers. The parce] post 
interferes with the business of the express com- 
panies. Postal savings banks, existing in many 
countries, and often proposed in this country, 
would interfere with the business of private 
savings banks. It has been known for many 
years that a postal telegraph had numer- 
ous advocates, and that its  establish- 
ment in some form was among probable 
events, and all persons concerned ought to 
have governed themselves accordingly and 
doubtless have done so. In making these obser- 
vations the committee does not intend to deny 
that it is the duty of the Government in exercis- 
ing its powers to look at all the effects of every 
measure which is proposed, including its effects 
upon geld me citizens who are enga in an 
lawful industry or undertaking. ut in this 
case, as the committee expects to be able to 
show, no damage is threatened to any private 

ersons or cOmpany beyond a curtailment of ex- 
raordinary and abnormal! profits, and the cur- 
tailment is not greater in degree than is required 
to relieve the people from unreasonable exac- 
tions caused by the companies themselves, 

An analysis of the provisions of the bill is here 
given, the advantages to be expected from its 

assage the report asserts are as follows: First— 

t largely reduces the average charges now paid 
by the public for telegraphic services. Taking 
all the evidence together, it must be very near 
the fact tosay that the reduction made by the 
bill in the average charge per telegram will be 
from 39 cents to 25 cents immediately, and to 20 
cents at the end of five years. Second—The plan 
proposed by the first 10 sections of the bill se- 
cures during the first five years an absolute uni- 
formity of charges for day —— within 
all distances not exceeding 1, miles and 
for night telegrams within all distances not ex- 
ceeding 2,000 miles. Third—The plan provided 
S ualtormity of ‘chanme imepecnive of the

ing. It isa weighty recommendation of this bill 
that the procurement of the intelligence which 
the newspaners ought to give and do give to the 
country will thus be » ade as cheap in one place 
as in another, saving only the unavoidable in- 
equality which arises rrom the fact that the num- 
ber of newspapers which may combine to pur- 
chase the intelligence is greater in some places 
than in others. So, too, telegranhic advices to 
commercial news associations of the course of the 
markets will be subject to the same charges in all 
places. Fourth—The bill, while it may not whoily 
remove, does to an important degree lessen, 
the danger, that the purveying and preparation 
of the intelligence sent to newspapers and to 
commercial news associations will be subjected 
to aconcealed censorship, whereby it may be col- 
ored and distorted so as to sulserve political 
purposes, to misiead public opinion as to the 
merits or demerits of men and measures, to pre- 
vent legislation, and to favor schemes of private 
gain. nder the present telegrapuie system 
he possibility of such a species of censor- 
ship, which is one of the most alarming 
dangers which menace the country, arises 
in two distinct ways, each of which re- 
quires a separate consideration. The first 
is the power which the telegraph companies 
themselves have of manipulating news (for sin- 
ister pur ) and the second is the same power 
te) by tne Associated Press and other simi- 
araseociations, not themselves owning telegraph 
lines, but making special compacts for transmis- 
sion of telegrams over lines owned and managed 
by others. {t will appear that the power of the 
telegraph company in this respect will be entire- 
ly taken away by the pending bill, and 
that the power of the Associated Press and 
similar associations will be greatiy reduced, 
For the purpose, the report says, of giving 
fabulous fortunes to its inside managers and 
their friends, the Western Union need not send 
untrue market quotations. It had only to give 
the true quotations a single hour, or less than 
that, in advance, to those whom it means to 
aavor, and the work is effectually accomplished. 
No such power should be allowed to exist in this 
country, even if no past abuses of it can be 
shown to have occurred, or even it be believed 
that there have been, in fact, no abuses of it. 
The temptation to abuse itis enormous, and will, 
sooner or later, prove to be irresistible. The bill 
will effectually take the power away from the 
Western Union or any other private telegraph 
company by the low rates which it secures to 
everybody, and by the still lower rates which 
it secures to commercial news associations. 
Competition in furnishing commercial and finan- 
cial news to all points and places is not to be ex- 

cted under this bill, but it will be sufficient, if 
t insures, as it is sure to do, competition in fur- 
nishing such news to the more important places 
whereby the field for profitably tampering with 
ublic intelligence will beso narrowed that the 
emptation will no Jonger constitute a sensible 
danger. 

The report has not yet been made the subject 
ofaformal vote, butis given out for publica- 
tion to-day as expressive of the views of a ma- 
jority of the committee.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, May 22, 1884. 
Owing to the failure of Congress to appropri- 
ate the money asked for to publish the monthly pilot 


chart issued from the Hydrographic Office, and to 
cover the expenses of the branch offices at the various 

rts of the Atlantic and Pacific coasts, orders were 
ssued from the Navy Department to-day to close those 
offices on July 1, and to discontinue the publication of 
the pilot chart after that date. 

William M. Hunter, Second Asssistant Secre- 
tary of State, to-day entered on the fifty-fifth year of 
his service in that department, and the occasion was 
taken by the Secretary and the employes of the de- 
partment to congrutulate him and to express their good 
wishes for his future. The President sent a remem- 
brance in the form of a hanésome bouquet, and many 
members of the diplomatic corps called at the depart- 
ment during the afternoon to pay their respects to the 
venerable official. 

The House Committee on Civil Service Reform 
to-day unanimously directed a favorable report on the 
bill introduced by Mr. Long, of Massachusetts, to re- 
peal the tenure of officeacts. To this is attached as an 
amendmentthe Willis bill repealing sections 769, 1,864, 
2,217, 2,244, 2,618, 8,880 Revised Statutes, which fix the 
term of office of certain officers at four years. This is 
identical with the Willis bill, which failed of passage 
some time under a suspension of the rules, except 
that the section which provides that the Chief-Justice 
and Associate Justices of the Supreme Court of each 
Territory shall be appointed to hold office during good 
behavior is omitted. 

Senator Logan reported to-day from the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations the Pension Approoriation 
bill, as amended by that committee. The bill now pro- 
vides for the reappropriation of the unexpended bual- 
ance of the appropriations for invalid pensions for the 
current year (estimated at $66,000,000) and for the ap- 
propriation of an addition] $20,000,000 for the pay- 
ment of Pen 00 f $500,000 for fees of examining sur- 
geons; .200 for the pay and allowances of pension 
agents, and $10,0v0 for the contingent expenses of pen- 
sion agencies. The committee has stricken from the 
bill ali the legislation attached to it by the House. 

Since the last publication four new cases of 
contested seats in the Republican National Conven- 
tion have been brought to the notice of the National 
Committee in the following order: Inthe Fourth Ken- 
tucky District, Augustus E, Wilson and Michael Min- 
ton, contesting the right of Silas F. Miller and John 
Mason Brown, In the Fourth Maryland District, 
Louis G. Martin and William C. Clay, contesting the 
right of James W. Jordan and Henry W. Rogers. In 
the Fourth District of Texas, Robert H. Taylor and 
H. F.Graham contest the right of A.G. Malloy and 
Henry Carter. Inthe Twenty-first Pennsylvania Dis- 
trict James EB. Sayres contests the right of John F. 
Wentling. 

The Committee on Ways and Means to-day de- 
cided to report Representative Beach's bill to refund 
duties upon goods on shipboard when the tariff act 
of March 8, 1888, went into effect. The committee also 
began the consideraticn of Representative Hewitt's 
Tariff bill, confining consideration to that portion which 
explains the present tariff_law. It was determined to 
communicate with the Secretary ofthe Treasury rela- 
tive to the administration of the law as proposed by 
the bill. Members of the committee express the 
opinion that no consideration wil] be given to that por- 
tion of Mr. Hewitt’s bill which relates to the reduction 
of the tariff. They say a favorable report will probably 
be made on that portion the discussion of which was 
begun to-day.

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RELIGIOUS BODIES IN SESSION. 


ACTS OF THE CONTROLLING ASSOCIATIONS 
OF VARIOUS DENOMINATIONS. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 22.—To-day’s session 
of the Methodist Episcopal Conference was at- 
tended by a large number of spectators anxious 
to witness the consecration of the new Bishops. 
The election of the Rev. Marshall W. Taylor as 
editor of the South-west Christian Advocate and 
the Rev. William Nast as editorof the Christian 
Apologist was announced. The Committee of 
Freedmen's Aid and Work in the South submit- 
ted a report embodying resolutions stating that 
the question of separate or mixed schools was 
one of expediency, which was to be left to the 
judgment of those more immediately concerned, 
and that the entire work should be under the 
control of one society, and that the Freedmen’s 
Aid Society should have control of the work in 
this settion. A few amendments, changing the 


text and meaning of some of the passaes, but 
not materially a etm | its effect, were made, and 
the report was adopted. The ceremony of con- 
secrating the Bishops-elect was then proceeded 
with. e new Bishops were J. M. Walder, M. 
F. Mallalieu, C. H. Fowler, W. X. Ninde, and 
William Taylor. Bishop Simpson presided and, 
— by other Bishops, performed the cere- 
™ _ «168. 

The annual Convention of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the Viooese of Pennsylvania 
was held here this afternoon. The annual ad- 
dress was read by Bishop Stevens. The address 
epeaks favorably of the proposition to raise for 
the missionary cause, by five-doliar subscrip- 
tions, the sum of at least $1,000, before the 
meeting of the next General Convéntion, in 1886. 


Saratooa, N. Y., May 22.—The session of 
the Prosbyterian General Assembly was con- 
tinued this morning. The reception of the Rev. 
Dr. Jo-eph B, Stratton, of Natchez, Miss., Corre- 
sponding Delegate from _the Presbyteran As- 
sembly South, and the Rey. Cornelius Brett, of 
Jersey City, N. J., representing the General 
Synod of the Reformed Church of America, oc- 
cupied almost the entire session. At the after- 
noon session the Board of Church Erection sub- 
mitted its report, and the report of the standing 
committee was made. The gross receipts for 
last year were $135,277; cash lance from last 
yest. $3,008; working capita! for the year, $138,285. 

he number of churches erected during the year 
by aid of the board was 236, located in 37 States 
and Territories, and under the care of 93 Presby- 
teries. About 500 churches are without a house 
of worship, and all of these are dependent upon 
the Board of Home Missions. To enable the 
board to do its full work for the current year 
$200,000 is required. 


Litiz, Penn., May 22.—At the Moravian 
Synod to-day it was recommended that the Synod 
meet only twice in 10 years, as the body is grow- 
ing largely and the expenses of the meetings are 
becoming too great a burden. It also showed 
that 65 ministers are now in the service; that five 
churches and two chapels were dedicated; 
that the increase of members was 645, 
and the total number of communicants 
is 8649; that the church papers under 
the new management were successful; that a 
valuable library of 1,856 volumes was presented 
by W. G. Malin, of Philadelphia, being the 
rarest collection of Moravian literature in exist- 
ence, excepting the Archives of Herrnbut; that 
the interest in foreign missions is increasing, and 
the finances of the province are in an improved 
condition. The report of the Union Commission 
showed that the efforts to unite the northern 
province have so far failed. The report of the 
Church Extension Board showed marked prog- 
ress since 1881. 


BALTIMORE, May 22.—In the Methodist 
Protestant Convention this morning the report 
of the Committee on Journals showed that at 
the fifty-first annual Conference of New-York 
Miss Annie Shaw was ordained and received 
Elder’s orders. After an animated discussion 
that item of the report was referred to the 
Judiciary Committee. It was resolved to ap-

Monday of May quadrennially.

RUFUS ANDREWS AROUSED. 


HE TRIES TO PLAY THE PUGILIST IN A 


COURT-ROOM. 

Although he is not nimble in his own 
movements, the well-known Rufus F. Andrews, 
once Naval Officer of this port, made other per- 
sons move around in a very lively manner in the 

,yoom of Part [II. of the Supreme Court fora 
“few minutes yesterday. He was examined in the 
morning as an expert in the determination of the 
value of services rendered by lawyers. The case 
on trial was that of _Lawyer George W. Wilson, 
who is seeking $25,000 for services rendered by 


him to the late Owen O’Connor, a real estate 
operator, who is said to have ieft a very large 
fortune. Mr. O’Connor's widow and Adminis- 
tratrix opposes Mr. Wilson's claim on the 
grounds that he was paid $125 for bis work, and 
that this was all it was worth. She also seeks to 
recover $5,000 damages for his alleged failure to 
render services that he had agreed to render. 

Mr. Andrews, having been Referee in one of 
the cases in which Wilson appeared for O'Connor, 
was called on to give his opinion of the worth of 
the work done therein by Wilson. He gave his 
opinion, and then Mr. Peter Mitchell, who, by the 
way, is not the ex-Assemblyman of that namo— 
cross-examined him, sAying: “‘ Mr. Andrews, 
you are under a cloud, are you not ?” 

Objection to the question was made by Mr. A. 
R. Dyett, counsel for Wilson, but Mr. Andrews 
insisted on answering. He said: “Yes, I am 
underacloud. Iam under indictment in Brook- 
lyn, but I am innocent.” The question and 
answer referred to Mr. Andrews’s alleged con- 
nection with the Munroe-Adams divorce frauds. 
The examination over, the usually genial ex- 
Nava! Officer took a seat among the auditors 
and acted as if he were very indignant. 
Judge Lawrence soon ordered a recess and 
left the bench. Before the Judge had got out of 
the court-room Mr. Andrews waiked toward Mr. 
Mitchell and, declaving that the latter had de- 
liberately insulted him on the witness stand, 
struck at him. One blow touched Mitchell lightly 
on thechin. Fora moment there was a general 
scrimmage, too many peace-makers striving to 

et between the lawyers. Court Officer Mc- 

eany finally pushed the angry Rufus away and 
put an end to the assault. Judge Lawrence made 
some emphatic remarks about his determination 
to have order in the court-room, ana then Rufus 
departed, angry as before.

USED THE KNIFE IN SELF-DEFENSE. 

The inquest in regard to the death of 
Joseph McGuire, at No. 404 Canal-street, on Sun- 
day, alleged to have been caused by stabbing at 
the hands of Christian A. Bush, of No. 54 Varick- 
street, was concluded in the Coroner’s office yes- 
terday. In his statement Bush said: “My two 
brothers and I were in Thomas’s ealoon about 
12:15 A. M., and were just going out when Moore 
came in, followed by McGuire, Sullivan, and 
Roach. Moore and Sullivan each struck my 
brother Henry. Roach came at me, and I told 
him to let me alone, and was going out, when 


McGuire stopped me, seized me by the throat, 
and threw me down, forcing my head against the 
floor and choking me. I felt around for some 
means of deltense, and my band came in contact 
with ah open knife. McGuire had his knee on 
my breast and his hands grasping my throat. 
I then made use of my knife to defend myself.” 
Here the prisoner lay down on his back on the 
fioor and illustrated to the jury his position and 
how he reached up andstabbed McGuire. ** After 
I had used the knite,”’ he continued, ** McGuire 
got off meand |] went out on Laight-street and 
threw itaway. I didn’t see him again, and I 
didn’t tell anybody that I bad used the knife.” 
In answer to a question he said that he was going 
fora — when McGuire stopped him, and 
that he was unable to cry for assistance while 
McGuire was on top of him. Bush's statement 
was well supported by witnesses. The jury were 
out buta few minutes. They returned with a 
verdict that McGuire had come to his death from 
astab wound inflicted by Bush in self-defense 
and with no murderous intent.

The report to be submitted by the Senate 
Committee on Post Offices and Post Roads 
in support of a postal telegraph shows 
again by the company’s own figures how 
the people are taxed by the Western 
Union to supply dividends upon watered 
capital stock. The company’s capital is 
oow. $80,000,000, but those who send 
telegrams in this country are really 
required to pay the company’s ex- 
penses and at least 6 per cent. upon a 
capital of $96,578,000, although the com- 
pany’s wires, poles, instruments, &c., 
could be replaced, in the Senate commit- 
tee’s opinion, at a cost of $24,500,000. The 
people are therefore paying the ex- 
penses of telegraphing, and at the same 
time giving the shareholders 23 per 
cent. on their investments instead 
of 6 per cent. Competitors have been 
swallowed up, and for that reason com- 
petition has not reduced these charges. 
The success of a new competitor now, 
after the old company has become top- 
heavy or water-logged, might be followed 
by the formation of a pool, and not by a 
substantial reduction. Such competition 
between the Government and private cap- 
ital as is proposed in the committee's bill 
may be the only means, short of Govern- 
ment monopoly, by which telegraph rates 
can be reasonably reduced. 


The nature of Mr. FERDINAND WARD’s 
“assignment” to Mr. WILLIAM S. WARNER 
is now quiteclear. If WARNER cannot be 
compelled to disgorge the property which 
was assigned to him, and a very large

At last the President of the Atlantic 
State Bank, of Brooklyn, is able to give 
some definite information as to the condi- 
tion of its affairs. The statement is a sim- 
ple one. Mr. GeorGe I. Szney has been 
for years taking all the bank’s money 
and “investing” it. He kept the securi- 
ties in which he invested its money in a 
box at the Metropolitan Bank, of which 
he was President. That box contained 
securities valued at $235,000 at the time 
the Metropolitan Bank suspended. The 
box now contains nothing, or, at most, 
some of Mr. SENEY’s “cats and dogs,” 
and the Atlantic State Bank is in the 
hands of a Receiver who has nothing to 
receive. But the President declares his 
confidence in Mr. SENEY’s_ability and pur- 
pose to make its losses good.

Five thousand dollars for the privilege 
of dropping live coals from their engines 
into the streets is a price calculated to 
make the Manhattan Railway managers 
more careful in that direction. The de- 
cision of the General Term of the Court 
of Common Pleas in the case of the boy 
JOSEPH LOWERY confirms the verdict of 
the jury which fixed this tariff of dam- 
ages. The plea of the company. that 
injury caused by a runaway horse on 
whom it had dropped its coals was too 
remote to be a ground of damages was 
rejected, and very justly, by the court. 
Now that the matter has been brought 
near enough for them to see its real bear- 
ings, the company will perhaps pay more 
attention to the carelessness of its em- 
ployes. The remedy applied in this case 
shows exactly the line in which legisla- 
tion in restraint of such abuses should 
proceed, 


“The Traders and Travelers’ Union” 
has an object which is in every way a 
goed one. Itis an effort at co-operation 
to secure the rights and interests of its 
members from railway and telegraph 
companies. Its attention will be directed 
first to the practice of sending freight by 
other lines than directed in order to con- 
form to some requirements of the “‘ pool,” 
a practice which is in effect a violation of 
contract. Other kindred matters will be 
taken up in due order. It will be noticed 
that Mr. Jay GOULD announces somewhat 
ostentatiously to Mr. VANDERBILT that Mr. 
FINK will “‘ probably order” an ‘‘ advance 
of east-bound freights to 20 cents.” If he 
should, the effect may not be confined to 
the pricesof Mr. GouLD’s and Mr. Van- 
DERBILT’S stocks, 


It is reported that the Trustees of the 
Brooklyn Bridge are considering the ad- 
visability of running cars on the bridge 
railway at intervals of half an hour all 
night. The cable will stop at 1 o'clock, as 
it does now, locomotives being used after 
that hour. Do the Trustees really know 
anything about the service required to 
accommodate night travel on the bridge? 
Are they ever out nights themselves? Or 
do they sit down in their office and deter- 
mine by an exploration of their interior 
consciousness what the night travel by 
the railway ought to be, and then pro- 
ceed to arrange their train schedule to fit 
its imaginary conditions ? 


NEITHER BLAINE NOR ARTHUR. 


The Chicago Convention is now less than 
two weeks away. The friends of the lead- 
ing aspirants to the nomination have well- 
nigh exhausted their resources. Argument, 
persuasion, and the arts of the politician 
have done their work, and the delegates, 
with few exceptions, will go to Chicago 
in the frame of mind in which they find 
themselves to-day. We have very good 
reasons for believing that a majority of 
them—that is to say, from 400 to 500 of 
these delegates—do not know for whom 
they will vote after the first ballot. 

President ARTHUR and Mr. BLAINE have 
reached and passed the point of their 
greateststrength.. Both will grow weaker 
in the number of delegates they can call 
their own, and less confident in their pri- 
vate forecasts of the result, from this time 
until the convention assembles. Mr. AR- 
THUR’S supreme effort was the meeting in 
Cooper Union on Tuesday night, and 
that meeting wasa failure. Its purpose 
was ‘to counteract the wide-spread 
and dangerous impression that he would, 
if nominated, be unable to secure the 
Electoral vote of his own State. The 
names of 500 business men of the metropo- 
lis were skillfully paraded in the news- 
papers to show that the careful, conserva- 
tive merchants and bankers of New-York 
were in favor of the President’s nomina- 
tion; this imposing display, it was sup- 
posed, would convince doubting delegates 
from other States that New-York would 
take care of herself,as she did in 1880. 
But when the secret history of the meet- 
ing was told, when it was shown that Mr. 
ARTHUR'S own hand, working through 
those nearest him in this city, was the in- 
itiating and moving force in the demon- 
stration; when the fact came out that 
many Republican business men had re- 
fused to sign the call, and finally, when 
the meeting itself proved to be a 
mixed assembly of business men and 
disreputable politicians, the latter element 
being the more prominent of the two, all 
but the blindest partisans of Mr. ARTHUR 
instantly saw that his prospects at Chicago 
had been badly damaged by the pitiful 
miscarriage of this last master ‘effort in his 
home city; and the apologetic tone of the 
speakers at the meeting, putting the can- 
didate and the party on the defensive in 
advance of the nomination, has had an 
effect the reverse of beneficial among 
wavering delegates whose conversion was 
specially aimed at. 

Mr. BLAINE has lost strength rapidly 
‘during the last three weeks. It is now 
evident that the claims made in his behalf 
soon after the holding of the iast Stace 
and Distzict Couventions cannot be sub- 
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‘stantiated: The loss to him is due partly 
to thé correction of estimates actually 
_exaggerated either through misinfor- 
mation or the over-confidence of his 
friends, but more largely to an an- 
nounced change of intention on the part of 
delegates who, by instructions or their own 
inclinations, were led to look with favor 
upon Mr. BLAINE at the time they were 
chosen. Such defections from the ranks 
of delegates to be regarded as certainly 
and all the time for BLAINE are large 
in Michigan, Indiana, Iowa, Nebraska, 
Minnesota, Wisconsin, Kansas, Cali- 
fornia, and Oregon. These delegates 
have been soberly reflecting. With 
all their predilections for Mr. BLAINE they 
are not so blind or so rash as to pay no 
heed to the plain warnings from New- 
York. They seriously doubt the ability of 
Mr. BLAINE to carry this State, and, put- 
ting their loyal Republicanism above their 
devotion to him, they are ready to trans- 
fer their votes at Chicago to some candi- 
date acceptable to the whole party. 

We are confident that the delegates 
who are of this way of thinking are suffi- 
cient to make the nomination of Mr. ArR- 
THUR or of Mr. BLAINE impossible. But 
whither shall they turn? Upon the an- 
swer to that question depends the fate of 
the Republican Party at the November 
election. All those delegates who are 
unwilling to send the party to cer- 
tain defeat with a candidate whom 
they would sincerely prefer as a “ first 
choice” will give much time and thought 
to this question before the meeting of the 
convention. The list of men to choose 
from is not a long one. We do not believe 
that this is a year when “any good 
Republican will do.” The candidate 
must have positive strength. He must 
command the confidence and_ the 
vote of the entire Republican Party 
and of the independent voters. Such a 
candidate can be named at Chicago if 
the convention approaches its work in the 
proper spirit. The first step toward put- 
ting itself in this spirit will be the forcing 
home to the minds of many delegates still 
set down as for Mr. ARTHUR or Mr. BLAINE 
the conviction that neither of those gen- 
tlemen can be elected. That work is now 
making hopeful progress. 


A BAD BUSINESS. 

The Democratic majority in the House 
does not confine its capacity for blunder- 
ing to large matters. It demonstrated it 
yesterday in seating young Mr. ENGLISH, 
of Indiana, for a few months in the place 
of Mr. PEELLE, who was duly elected from 
the Seventh Indiana District. Mr. En- 
GLISH’S sole claim to the seat is that he is 
the son of Gov. ENGLISH, the wealthy 
candidate for Vice-President four years 
ago on the ticket with Gen. HANcock. 
He was defeatéd by a small majority, in. 
1882, in spite of the most desperdte 
attempts on the part of his father and 
the liberal expenditure of his father’s 
money. When he contested Mr. PEELLE’s 
right to‘the place, the evidence he was 
able to bring was of the flimsiest sort, and 
on Wednesday, when the question was 
brought before the House, some 25 Demo- 
crats voted against the majority and for 
the minority report, and ‘Mr. ENGLISH’s 
claim was rejected by 121°to 117. A 
motion was immediately made to recon- 
sider that vote and give Mr. ENGLISH 
another chance, and that was promptly 
followed by a motion from the Republican 
side to lay it upon the table. Then the 
notorious CONVERSE, of Ohio, moved to 
adjourn, which was carried by the vote of 
Mr. S. 8. Cox, of this State. 

This was the situation when the House 
met yesterday. The intervening period 
had been diligently used by Gov. ENGLISH, 
who was on the ground using every 
available means to secure the gratifica- 
tion of his son’s ambition to bear for the 
remainder of this Congress the purely con- 
ventional title of ‘‘ Honorable.” The la- 
bors of the veteran politician were not in 
vain, though they narrowly escaped defeat. 
The motion to table the reconsideration of 
the fatal vote failed by a tie, 132 to 132. 
The House then proceeded, amid great 
excitement, to reconsider its previous ac- 
tion and then to reverse it. Gov. ENGLISH 
had the satisfaction of seeing his son 
sworn in as Representative of a district 
which had not elected him, and a little 
later had also the satisfaction of seeing 
passed a resolution directing an investiga- 
tion into the charge that he, the father, 
had violated the rules of the House by the 
abuse of his privilege as an ex-member in 
lobbying in his son’s interest. 

As we have said, this whole affair is 
only another demonstration of the capaci- 
ty of the Democrats in Congress to blun- 
der in small things as well as in great. It 
is really of very little consequence to the 
Republicans or to Mr. PEELLE that the lat- 
ter has been deprived of the seat to which 
he was entitled. The Republicans are in 
a minority in any case, and Mr. PEELLE 
is entirely sure of being elected again 
next November. On the other hand, 
the Democrats have no use for young 
Mr. ENGLIsH’s vote in the House, 
and have gratuitously disgraced them- 
selves for the sole apparent purpose 
of pleasing a former political leader who 
is thoroughly detested in his own State. 
The transaction will cause them much 
trouble and loss not only in the Seventh 
District of Indiana but throughout the 
State, and justly so. The spectacle of their 
recent candidate for Vice-President, who 
is understood to be quite willing to seek 
further honors, if there is any chance of 
his getting them, denounced on the floor 
of the House for scandalous lobbying and 
subjected to a formal investigation, is one 
that will have its influence throughout the 
country. 

This will hardly be counteracted by the 
manner in which the proposition for an 
investigation was met by prominent Demo- 
crats. Mr. RaNnpDALt protested that ‘he 
could see nothing improper in Mr. EN- 
GLISH’S conduct. Mr. Cox, of New-York, 
tried to show that the rule against lobby- 
ing by ex-members was not directed to 
this kind of lobbying, and other Demo- 
crats insisted that it was cruel-to enforce 
a rule which “for months” had been 
practically disregarded. The net result of 


the whole affair is that the Democrats 
have managed to add to.a majority which 
‘they do not know how to use, and to dis- 


credit themselves in the eyes of the 
country. : 


THE BENNETT-MACKAY CABLE. 

Many things have happened since the 
cable the successful laying of the shore 
end of which is now announced was pro- 
jected. Allof these things which relate 
to the prospects of the new enterprise are 
very much in its favor and promise for it 
great usefulness as a new means of com- 
munication between the two continents, 
and also a pecuniary success which indeed 
will be at once the evidence and the meas- 
ure of its public utility. 

The cable when it was projected was 
in the nature of an instrument of self-de- 
fense quite as much as of a financial en- 
terprise in the ordinary sense of the term. 
The unscrupulous gambler who has never 
yet played without cogged dice, had suc- 
ceeded in “ putting” to the corporation 
which aimed at a virtual monopoly of the 
telegraphic business of the country the 
various concerns which he had organized 
under the pretext of competition with it. 
He had not only succeeded in inducing the 
Western Union to absorb these competi- 
tors at a fancy valuation, but he had be- 
come the directing spirit of the consoli- 
dated concern. Nobody interested, as ev- 
ery human being is interested, in receiv- 
ing honest and accurate accounts of what 
is going on could see without concern the 
transmission of intelligence throughout 
this country, and between this country 
and Europe, coming under the control of 
a money grabber who was universally be- 
lieved to be without heart, conscience, 
or shame. That there was_ specific 
cause for the general apprehension thus 
engendered was shown by the efforts 
which this speculator made to reduce the 
whole press to subjection by buying one 
newspaper and bribing another and muz- 
zling a third. The means by which this 
result was obtained were not in all cases 
evident, but the result itself was painfully 
clear. It was then, as we say, a mere 
matter of self-defense that the inde- 
pendent journals of the United States 
should possess a medium for the trans- 
mission of news which neither was nor 
could be brought under the control or the 
supervision of an unscrupulous stock 
jobber. The strictly financial aspects of 
the enterprise for supplying such a me- 
dium were matters for altogether second- 
ary consideration. 

This was the state of things and the 
state of feeling which inspired the project 
for the cable which has now come to be 
properly called the Bennett-Mackay cable. 
So fast have things moved that it would 
now seem, to a person who could judge 
only from the present condition of things, 
that the apprehension then entertained 
must have been fanciful apprehension. 
The stock jobber who had the power of 
“‘tapping” every press wire in New-York 
was then in the seemingly impregna- 
ble position of the Psalmist’s acquaint- 
ance. He was in great prosperity, 
and flourishing like a green bay 
tree. His schemes were aggressive 
and audacious, and his ambitions were 
boundless. His paper balloons shone and 
expanded in the sun till there seemed to 
be no limit to their powerof expansion. 
But as the temperature gradually lowered 
they have all shrunk and grown flaccid. 
Some of them have gone to utter and 
ruinous collapse; all of them have lost 
their bulbous buoyancy, and the inflator 
can no longer make the biggest of them 
an attractive object in anybody’s eyes. 
Without metaphor, the man from whom 
two years ago nothing seemed safe has for 
many mouths been driven to his defense, 
and instead of meditating new mischief 
would be only too glad to be assured im- 
munity from the results of the mischief 
he has already done. 

It is plain how this gradual shrinkage of 
inflated properties to their just dimensions 
must affect a new enterprise. In order to 
retain its monopoly a controlling corpora- 
tion must buy up all its competitors, and 
if its competitors have been shrewd and 
merciless, must buy them at a price far 
exceeding their value, which for its own 
purposes may be nothing at all, their cost 
being represented by additions to the sum 
on which the earnings of the consolida- 
tion must pay interest. The cable lines now 
leased by the Western Union Company, 
according to a recent statement, represent 
$64,000,000. The cost of the new cable, 
ready for service, is put by the same au- 
hority at $8,000,000, and the capital of 
the company represents this cost. It 
seems plain that the new company will be 
able to carry messages, as it proposes to 
do, at half the old rates and pay handsome 
profits to its projectors. They have richly 
earned these profits by the enterprise and 
courage they showed, at a time when the 
financial prospects of such an undertaking 
were far less bright than they are now, in 
resolving to furnish a line of telegraphic 
communication between Europe and 
America that could not be tapped or tam- 
pered with in the interest of a specu- 
lator, and that should be managed with a 
view to competition with the existing 
companies, and not with a view to keep 
up a show of competition with a view to 
compelling a new consolidation. 


THE CORPORATION COUNSEL. 

In a few days Mr. GEORGE P. ANDREWS 
will vacate the position of Corporation 
Counsel to assume the duties of a Supreme 
Court Judge. Who his successor will be 
in the post of chief of the city’s law de- 
partment is a matter in which others 
besides politicians are deeply interested. 
Mayor Epson is said to be in something of 
a quandary in this case. It seems to be 
pretty generally understood that Brother- 
in-law Woop’s appointment would hardly 
satisfy either the active politicians or the 
public in general, however gratifying 


‘such a choice would be to the Mayor per- 


sonally. Such recommendations as have 
been obtained in behalf of Woop—the 
most noted of which was the delegation 
headed by Mr. WiLLiam F. Howe, the 
criminal lawyer—have not been of a kind 
to strengthen what was asserted to be the 
Mayor's original purpose. As things stand 
at present it seems to be conceded that 
Woop has no chance of obtaining the 
position. ; 

There is nd éud af nersons who are fish- 
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prepared with several candidates, any one 
of whom would be satisfactory to Mr. 
JOHN KeLty. The other Democratic fac- 
tions, though recognizing the fact that 
Mayor Epson has thus far shown them no 
favor in selecting his appointees, are none 
the less ready to name men suitable to 
them. The office pays $12,000 per year, 
and much patronage as well as many 
chances of doing favors go with it. Sev- 
eral patriots may be given berths in it on 
saldries large enough to tempt the more 
pretentious of the crowd of bone-hunters. 
This is the aspect which appeals more par- 
ticularly to the politicians, and they are 
bringing to bear what influence they can 
to have the place given to one of their 
number. 

To the general public, however—the 
large majority of the people who believe 
in honest and efficient government—the 
matter is one of serious import. The Cor- 
poration Counsel is the legal adviser of the 
municipality, intrusted with the manage- 
ment of suits involving millions. How 
easy it is for a dishonest incumbent of the 
office to put in sham deferises to bogus or 
untenable claims is a matter which has 
on more than one occasion been called to 


public attention. An incompetent lawyer 


in the position is as bad as, if not worse 
than, a dishonest lawyer. The place 
needs a lawyer who is both honest and 
capable, and the salary is large enough to 
command the services of such a one, to 
say nothing of the honor attaching to the 
holder of the office, if he be deserving. 

This being the state of affairs, whom 
will the Mayor select? His present 
quandary is said to arise from the fact 
that he is unable to make up his mind 
whether he should make use of his pres- 
ent power of appointment—as he has 
done in other instances—to pay his polit- 
ical debts, or whether he should make 
such a selection as he would do were the 
matter one concerning his private busi- 
ness affairs. 

OS SOT ER TUES SET 
THE BREWERS AND THE LAWS. 


The Brewers’ Convention, \held on Mon- 
day at Rochester, was signalized by an 
unusually rational and temperate appeal 
to public opinion inthe speech of the 
President, Mr. SCHARMANN. It is not 
praising the address very highly to say 
that it evinced much more temperance in 
the use of language than we are accus- 
tomed to in the appeals of the professed 
advocates of temperance in the use of 
liquor, who are simply, in fact, the ad- 
vocates of enforced abstinence. 

The point which Mr. ScHARMANN la- 
bored to bring out was that, as a political 
and social question, the practical question 
is not between indulgence and abstinence, 
but between the use of fermented liquors 
and the use of distilled liquors. An ad- 
vocate of prohibition must be an extreme 
zealot who will not admit. that it is better 
for a man who drinks habitually to drink 
beer than to drink ardent spirits. In 
point of fact,a man who confines his 
drinking to sound beer will find it diffi- 
cult to injure himself very seriously by 
its use, unless he be of an unusually 
bilious tendency; while it is difficult for 
any man habitually to drink even good 
spirits without injury; and bad beer is 
distinctly less injurious than bad whisky. 
Nobody who remembers what the drink- 
ing habits of this country were thirty or 
forty years ago is ever found to deny that 
there has been in the interval a great 
change for the better. This change has 
not been wrought by the influence of tem- 
perance orators or of prohibitory statutes. 

It has been wrought by the establish- 
ment of German breweries, and by the 
substitution of lager beer for ardent spirits 
asthe common drink of drinking men. 
It is scarcely too much to say that if malt 
liquors had been the exclusive beverage 
of the people a temperance agitation 
would never have been heard of. It is 
certain that it would never have gained 
force enough to secure the adoption ofa 
prohibitory law in a single State. 

Beer-drinking being thus at least a pal- 
liative of the evils of intemperance, it 
seems obvious that the worst course legis- 
lation can take is to discourage the con- 
sumption of beer in comparison with the 
consumption of spirits. Mr. SCHARMANN 
insists, and adduces statistics to prove, 
that this has been the effect, and 
almost the only effect, of prohibitory 
laws. The contraband sale of beer 
is not a_ profitable industry, and 
can therefore be suppressed, while the 
contraband sale of spirits cannot be sup- 
pressed. A rational legislator who really 
wished to mitigate the evils of intemper- 
ance would discriminate in favor of the 
milder and less injurious potation by a 
system of graduated licenses. This was the 
object aimed at by the High License bill 
introduced into the last Legislature. Such 
a measure will be opposed by the zealots 
of prohibition and by the sellers of rum, 
but it ought to be supported by all per- 
sons who belong to neither class. An- 
other safeguard that should be adopted is 
a guarantee of the soundness and whole- 
someness of the beer manufactured, and 
this is a purpose which can be attained by 
the action of the brewers themselves. It 
is not creditable to them that, with the 
proportions to which their industry has 
now attained, it should still be true that 
beer-drinkers who are fastidious concern- 
ing the quality of their beverage confine 
themselves to imported beer. 


The meeting at the opening of the Boys’ 
Lodging-house last evening and its occasion 
were creditable to the humanity of New-York. 
A wealthy citizen who has conferred many bene- 
fits upon the metropolis has erected another 
building for the shelter of the little children of 
the street. He could not have donea wiser thing 
with his money. These lodging-houses are one 
of the few charities which leave no bad residuum 
behind them. They shelter the homeless gamin, 
but they do not make him a dependent idler. 
The little merchant of the streets pays for what 
he gets, but the knowledge that he gets a great 
deal for his money makes him amenable to dis- 
cipline. 1n this boys’ hotel the roving lad is not 
merely sheltered and fed, but he is trained to 
save hismoney. He istaughtin the school, and 
he receives the first elements of moral and relig- 
ious instruction. As was stated in the speeches, 
some’ 12,000 of these vagrant boys and girls 
were passed through these reforming agencies 


‘during the ‘last year. They. are evidently of 


the class who, if not thus improved, would 
threaten life and property throughout the 
city. They are of the youths who formerly con.’ 


ing to get the place. Tammany Hall is 


_ Of course I do. 


stituted the “Nineteenth-Street Gang,” the 
“Plug Uglies,” and other villainous as- 
sociations of young ‘men who once © in- 
fested the city. It 1s undoubtediy -these” 
charities which, as was claimed by the: 
speakers at the meeting, have so remarkably 
diminished the number of these societies of 
criminal youth during the past 20 years. Reform 
has begun at the bottom and has undertaken to 
prevent the growth of the thief, burglar, and 
murderer. The police statistics of the city show 
how successful the scheme has been, and this 
meeting may well be considered as a congratula- 
tion to this charity made by our most honored 
citizens. It was worth while, too, in these days 
of waste, peculation, and robbery, to note that 
this association of beneficence, which has dis- 
bursed over $3,000,000 during the past 30 years, 
has never lost a dollar through waste or bad in- 
vestments or through the dishonesty and pecula- 
tion of its employes. Benefactors like Miss 
WOLFE and Mr. ASTOR have erected monuments 
which will last to succeeding generations. They 
have had the good sense to endow during their 
lifetime charities which cannot fail, and which 
cannot be wasted by the litigation of contesting 
heirs. Itis earnestly to be hoped that other 
branches of this society’s work will be put on an 
equally permanent basis, and provision be thus 
made for a distant future in caring for the most 
neglected class of this metropolis.

CYPRIOTE JUNK AT A DISCOUNT. 


The Tribune seems disturbed by the tel- 
egraphic news that the Cesnola antiquities at 
the Lawrence sale in London went for prices so 
trivial as reported, and meets the difficulty by 
denying that the objects in question ever formed 
part of Col. Cesnola’s collection. The sale cat- 
alogue of the Lawrence-Cesnola collection, after 
stating that ‘“*Gen. Cesnola” brought his first 
collection to England, but that it finally went to 
New-York, says “the ‘General’ returned to Cy- 
prus and resumed his explorations, which result- 
ed inasecond very important and valuable col- 
lection, which was likewise offered to the British 
Museum, but that collection also went to New- 
York, and is now placed in the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, inthe Central Park. Previous 
to this, however, I had acquired by purchase 
from the ‘General’ a considerable number of 
choice and valuable relics in gold, glass, terra 
cottas, &c., now in my possession, and some of 
which are engraved in the ‘General’s’ book, 
‘Cyprus, its Ancient Cities, Tombs, and Temples, 
published by John Murray in 1877.’” Now, the 
Tribune says distinctly that Major Di Cesnola’s 
(the brother of the “ General”) “researches in 
the island were stopped by the English occupa- 
tion, and resulted principally in duplicates of no 
particular importance,” so that any pieces of 
importance must have come from “Gen.” Di 
Cesnola’s collection, and of these are some of such 
importance that they figure in the “ General's” 
book on Cyprus. In the catalogue of the second 
portion of the Lawrence-Cesnola collection, just 
now sold, we read further: “I purchased from 
the ‘General’a considerable number of choice 
and valuable antiquities in gold, glass, terra 
cotta, &c., but the greater part of his collection 
went, I regret to say, to New-York, and it now 
adorns the Metropolitan Museum of Art, in the 
Central Park.” 

Nothing can be more definite than this state- 
ment, which leaves the Tribune no pretext for 
the defense of its protégé. Mr. Max Richter’s 
impeachment of the genuineness of Col. Cesno- 
la’s finds is well known in London, and every 
article from the Cesnola collection is impeached 
as to its greatest archmwological value—that of 
the locality of its discovery. The disclosures of 
the Cesnola-Feuardent suit suggest that no defi- 
nite attribution can be given any article in the 
collection or of the Colonel’s collecting. Mr. 
Lawrence’s regret and that of his countrymen 
who used to envy the British Museum the 
Curium treasure will be seriously diminished by 
the disclosures of Mr. Richter. They would be 
still more so did they know of the discovery of 
modern jewelry among that which forms the 
Curium treasure. 

The Trustees of the Metropolitan Museum who 
once believed in Col. Cesnola’s fitness for the 
place he holds had a good pretext to save them- 
selves after the trial. They have another in the 
Richter exposé. If they will fall, from their mis- 
taken sense of loyalty, or from any other reason 
for adhering to their Director, there will be no 
sympathy for them, for they cannot be any 
longer blinded. Even the Tribune nfight see now 
that the case is hopeless. 

By the way, why is the Colonel’s spurious title 
of General still attached to the articles in the

LIFE ABOARD THE THETIS. 


A YOUNG SAILOR’S LETTER TO HIS FRIENDA 
From the Baltimore American. 
ANNAPOLIS, May 20.—A young sailor on 
board the United States steamer Thetis, Com- 
mander Schley commanding, writes to his friends 
here under date of May 4 from the ship: “Wa 
hada grand send-off. The people say that the 
Brooklyn Navy-yard was not so crowded since 
the war. Allthe vessels from the navy-yard to 
Castle Garden were crowded with people, and 
we had to lay aloft and cheer ship six or 
seven times. There was a salute fired at 
the navy-yard and at several forts from there 


to Sandy Hook. The Secretary of the Navy 
and the Secretary of War came aboard a few 
minutes before we left, and all hands were mus- 
tered on the poop; shook hands with all of us, 
and wished us a pleasant voyage. When they 
shook hands with us the Secretary of the Navy 
said: ‘God bless you, my son, and grant you ail 
success anda ra return.’ Capt. Schley and 
all the rest of the officers are No. 1 men, and are 
doing all in their power to make a!i hands com- 
fortable. We had inspection and prayers this 
morning, Capt. Schley acting as chaplain. We 
were supposed to live on ship's rations until we 
got to St. John; but Mr. Sebree, our First Lieu- 
tenant, told the cook to take anything he want-~ 
ed; so we have had bacon, sausage, butter, eggs, 
apple butter, condensed milk, cheese, turtie 
“a tea, beef tongue, and a 20-pound keg of figs. 

** May 5.—They served out two cigars to each 
man Sunday, with the compliments of Mr. Se- 
bree. Werwere served a bar of hard tobacco and 
one pound of Lone Jack smoking tobacco and a 
brier-wood pipe. They served out our clothes just 
before we left. They gave usall four pairs of 
heavy cloth breeches, four blue overshirts, 
double-breasted, that button close under the 
chin; four suits of blue flannel underclothes, one 
pair of sea boots, three pairs of stockings, and a 
cap, for one year's wear: will furnish fur suits 
when we_ need them. We go from here (St. 
John) to Disco, west coast of Greenland. 

“May 11.—It is blowing a le of wind here 
from the east and raining, and I don’t think we 
will leave until this evening or to-morrow morn- 
ing. We were he another pair of boots (seal- 
skin) and an E. Ginnar cap. We are through 
coaling ship, and have our sledge dogs on board— 
22in number. I was ashore last night, and had a 
pretty good time of it. There were only five of 
us ashore out of the port watch; all the rest were 
quarantined. We did nothing but go from one 
store to another hunting for suspenders, mittens, 
shoe-strings, tooth-brushes, calico, toilet soap, 
mouth-organ, and several otherarticles. All of 
us went to church this morning before we came 
off to the ship. I hear we will zo to Upernavik 
from here, instead of Disco. This is a mighty 
dreary place. There is nothing but high rocky 
cliffs and water. I have not seen such a thing as 7 
tree since we got here.”

REDEMPTION OF REVENUE STAMPS. 

A letter from Commissioner Evans, dated 
May 19, is published. It was written in reply to 
the complaint of a Philadelphian, who holds a 
very smallamount, to the effect that he believed 


his claim had been “ purposely hampered and 
delayed, that the middlemen in New-York might 
be benefited.” Mr. Evanssays: “In my annua! 
report for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1883, I 
set forth fully the embarrassment the office 
labored under by reason of the immense quantity 
of stamps presented for redemption, no specifi 
appropriation for handling them being available, 
and aiso on account of acircular issued by my 
predecessor offering cancel stamp imprinted 
on checks by printing the words ‘stamps re~ 
deemed’ across each, and to then return the 
checks to their owners for further use. Since 
June 1, 1883, nearly 8,000 claims have been filed, 
covering about 22,000,000 stamps. These stamps 
have been counted twice, involving over 6,000 
days’ work; about 12,000,000 impressions of the 
words ‘stamp redeemed’ have been made with 
hand stamping machines, requiring about 4,000 
days’ work; all claims filed. have received their 
first examination, nearly 5,000 have been disposed 
ot, and. over 1,000 more are adjusted and are bein 
allowed as fast'us the final examination an 
record of them can he made. The'work of 
counting the stamps has to be done with absolute 
accuracy, as every stamp redeemed is charged to 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue and hag 
to be accounted for.”

AN INQUIRY INTO ONE OF JOHN 
'- _HURD’S ENTERPRISES. 

SUIT BROUGHT TO PLACE THE HOUSATONIC 
ROLLING STOCK COMPANY IN THE 
HANDS OF A RECEIVER. 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., May 22.—The new 
Trustees agreed on as a compromise when the 
postponement of the suit of Mayor Daniel N. 
Morgan and others against John Hurd and 
others was made before Judge Andrews, in the 
Superior Court last Tuesday, have been engaged 
all day in investigating the books of the Hous- 
atonic Rolling Stock Company. The committee 
bad not completed its work to-night, and was 
unable to make any report. Upon the report 
which it shall make will depend very largely the 
result of the suit which has been begun against 
Mr. Hurd, as Treasurer and President of the roll- 
ing stock company. If Mr. Hurd agrees to admit 
into his confidence in the future the two Trust- 
ees selected by the plaintiffs in the suit, and to 
allow them a voice in the management of the 
rolling stock company, always provided that it 
is found that he has been guilty of no breach of 
trust in the use of the funds committed to his 
management, the movers in the Suit express a 
willingness to withdraw the action. But unless 
some such arrangement can be made the suit 
will be prosecuted vigorously, and the secrets of 
the rolling stock companies, of which Mr. Hurd 
is the nfanager, will be displayed toa cold and 


unsympathizing world. 
Mr. Hurd’s business is just now to the citizens 


of Bridgeport and the surrounding towns what 
the business of Grant & Ward and othersuspend- 
ed brokers of New-York was to the citizens of 
the metropolis. It would seem as though’almost 
everybody in Bridgeport who had $50 to spare 
had invested in one or the other of Mr. Hurd’s 
rolling stock enterprises. The Housatonic is the 
latest of his schemes, and has been brought into 
prominence simply because the expected divi- 
dend was not paid Jast month, and the enraged 
stockholders have begun an action in court to 
find out why it was not paid. The‘ fact is that 
Mr. Hurd, in his capacity as Trustee of the differ- 
ent rolling stock companies which he controls, 
has succeeded in inducing investments in the 
stock of these companies by rich and poor alike, 
and when the last dividend was passed it was like 
the suspension of a savings bank. People flocked 
to Hurd’s office and demanded to know what was 
the matter. He answered them serenely that he 
could not tell them what was the matter; to do 
60 would be to ruin them and their business. As 
‘was quite natural, the men who had placed their 
money in rolling stock declined to be satisfied 
with an answer like this. They felt that as stock- 


holders they had a right to know how their 
business bad been managed. They clamored 
for a statement, and Mr. Hurd, smiling always, 
refused to make a statement. The stock, which 
was originally held at 50, dropped to 40. Then 
came the Wali-street panic of last week. Its 
effect was felt herein destroying confidence in 
securities of al) kinds, and the rolling stock was 
naturally the first to feel the shock. It dropped 
steadily until 15 was reached, and then Mayor 
Morgan, who is a large holder of the stock, be- 
gan a suit,in conjunction with other holders, 
asking for an accounting by Mr. Hurd and the 
appointment of a Receiver of the company. 
This suit opened up what bad hitherto been 
a sealed book to the publicgthe whole business 
of rolling stock enterprise, and the people of 
Bridgeport and other parts of Connecticut now 
for the first time understand thoroughly the na- 
ture of the business in which they have invested 
their money so long. . 

Mr. Hurd’s rolling stock enterprises began 
some 15 years ago, when he found that the ratfl- 
roads had not enough freight carson hand to 
handle his grain, in which he deals largely at all 
times, as rapidly as he desired. To remedy this 
deficiency he built a number of freight cars of 
his own, in which his grain from the West was 
transported, and he found that when these were 
not needed for his own business he could easily 
rent them to the railroads. This he con- 
tinued .to do for some time, until the 
idea dawned upon him that a great traffic 
could. be done in leasing freight cars, and 
he organized a company, under the Trustee law 
of Michigan, to build or purchase freight cars 
and lease them to the railroads. The Trustee 
law of Michigan is peculiar in its way, and to its 
peculiarity is due all the troubles which have 
come upon Bridgeport in relation to these roll- 
ing stock companies. Under it the association 
organized is not required to have any Directors. 
A board of three Trustees is all that is necessary. 
One of these, as in the case of Mr. Hurd, is made 
President and Treasurer, and to him is delegated 
all the powers which in the Eastern States be- 
long to the Board of Directors of a corporation 
and a great many others; He may issue as much 
stock as he pleases, he may prevent any 
stockholder from voting atany meeting, if he 
pleases, and no stock can be transferred from 
the original purchaser to a buyer without 
his consent. In short, the President and Treas- 
urer of the association formed under the Trustee 
lew of Michigan is the association itself; the 
funds turned over to him for stock issued by 
him are at his supreme disposal, and the stock- 
holders cannot even hold a meeting to demand 
an accounting unless he sees fit to call one. It is 
under this law that Mr. Hurd has formed his 
rolling stock companies, and it is under this law 
that his friends now claim that he has acted per- 
fectivy right in refusing to account fcr this 
money. to the stockholders of the Housatonic 
company when oy! called on him to do so. 

The Housatonic Rolling Stock Company was 
formed on Oct. 1, 1881. It was the baby, so 
to speak, of nine other rol!ing stock companies 
which Mr. Hurd had founded, and which had 
paid dividends to their stockholders of from 12 
to 24 per cent. yearly. Mayor Morgan, of Bridge- 
port, the President of the City National Bank, 
who is himself a large stockholderin the com- 
pany, and who has brought the suit against Mr. 
Hurd to compel an accounting and to place the 
property in the hands of a Receiver, told the his- 
tory of-the Housatonic Company to a TIMES 
correspondent to-day. ‘**There is hardly a 
railroad in the country,” he said, “which has 
freight -cars enough to do its ordinary 
business, and before the Housatonic. Company 
was formed Mr. Hurd, through his other com- 

anies, had been supplying cars to a great many 

ines. The amount paid for the use of a car b 
the companies is 34 of a cent per mile,. whic 
amounts to $7 50 for every thousand miles trav- 
eled byacar. You can easily see that the foun- 
dation of the scheme was. a legitimate business 
enterprise, and so it appeared to me and to many 
other bank Presidents in the city of Bridgeport, 
who not only took stock, but recommended the 
company as a good investment to their friends. 
Before the Housatonic Company was formed 
the other rolling stock companies of which 
Mr. Hurd was the Treasurer had -. 2 per 
cent. quarterly on their stock. suggest- 
ed to Mr. urd that the new company 
should only promise to pay 1% per cent. 
in order that it might be started on a basis 
which would insure the prompt payment of all 
that it contracted to pay. This suggestion was 
adopted, and the Housatonic was launched. It 
started out witha nominal capital of $1,000,000, 
divided into 10,000 shares of $100 each, and it was 
understood that these shares should be sold 
to the public at $50 each, so that the 1% per 
cent. quarterly dividend would really amount 
to l2 per cent. per annum on the amount ac- 
tually invested. The bottom figure at which 
the stock was sold by Mr. Hurd was $40, 
but this was with the understanding 
that ~it was not to be _ resold to the 
public at large for less than $50. The idea of the 
whole thing was that the company would realize 
at least 18 per cent. on its capital stock, and that 
from this 12 per cent. could easily be paid in divi- 
dends, leaving 6 per cent. for keeping the cars in 
order, which is the amount allowed by all rail- 
roads. The scheme was a thoroughly business 
one, as it was originally proposed, aud I still 
hold that it was good business judgment to buy 
the stock as I did and to advise others to buy it, 
as I and other bank Presidents did. We had the 
fullest confidence in Mr. Hurd, and I for one 
have the fullest confidence in him now, and shall 
continue to have it unti) the result of my suit 
shows that it is misplaced.” mS 

“And what was the occasion of the suit?”

Then the dividends suddenly dropped from 1% 
per cent. quarterly to 1 per cent. Iam free to 
confess that I advised this myself. I told Mr. 
Hurd that it was better to pay 1 per cent. and 
pay it than to promise to pay 1% per cent. and 
not pay it.

I have told 
you that it was understood that the stock should 
not be issued to the public for less than $50, and 
that it was given to friends of Hurd for less. 
The object of placing the lowest price on the 
market at $50 was to keep the stock up as a good 
investment, which it certainly was, and is now, 
if the business of the company has been properly 
managed.”

DR. NEWMAN’S TROUBLES. 


INTEREST ON A MORTGAGE COMES UPON: THE 
SCENE. 

Unpaid interest on a big mortgage is the 
newest development of the troubles in Dr. New- 
man’schurch. The Board of Trustees decline to 
pay it, and patiently await a foreclosure. The 
Ranney people are afraid that the building will 
be sold over their heads, and that the Newman 
people will go off and build a new church with 
the round sum the property is expected to bring. 
They are anxious for a delay until the courts 
shall settle whether Dr. Newman has any legal 
right to the pulpit he now occupies or not. 
The Mutual Life Insurance Company holds an 
eighty-thousand-dollar morkaene on the prop- 
erty, with about $3,000 overdue interest. It is 
the duty of the Trustees to pay this interest. 
They profess to be unable to do so because of a 
scarcity of money. The apaney Pee cannot 
pay it except through the Board of Trustees, and 
they are afraid to trust them. The insurance 
company is willing to wait, but the anti-New- 
man party claim that the parson’s friends are 
urging them to foreclose and sell the church as 
one of the easiest solutions of the existing diffi- 
culties. 

“Tt has been their plan all along to sell the 
church,” said Dr. Ranney last evening, *‘ and we 
are doing all we can to prevent it. Wecan easily 
raise enough money to pay the interest on that 
mortgage, but we don’t want to do it while they 
have control of the purse-strings. They can get 
together one of their noisy meetings any time 
and vote to sell the property. I assure you that 
not one of the men who are championing Dr. 
Newman put one dollar into the church when it 
was built.” 

He denied the rumor that his party were act- 
ing in the interest of the railroad people, who 
wanted the property and had been paying the 
expenses of their litigation. 

“We have plenty of money on our side to pay 
the interest and the mortgage too. if we want 
to,” said Deacon Foster, * but we don’t propose 
to put our handsin our pockets while the other 
side is at law.” 

Counsel for both sides will attempt to agree on 
modifications of the injunction before Judge 
Sedgwick to-morrow. The Rev. Mr. Davis, whose 
letter at the time of the council made such a sen- 
sation, will sail from Paris next week, and be 
here to testify that Dr. Newman agreed to join 
the Congregational Church before any call was 
extended.

THE MURDERED MAN’S SKULL IN JEVDDENCE 
BEFORE THE JURY.

to a neighbor named Standish. Mr. Standish 
afte: testified that Francis did not visit his 
house. Miss Camp testified that Francis had 
called at her house the day before the murder 
and asked the way to Bristol Spstaes, expeeiaiog 
that he was on his way to tell : nk of the 
sudden death of his sister. From Mr. Brink's 
testimony it appears that Francis did not deliver 
this message, and furthermore the woman was 
not dead or ill.

REMARKABLE RECOVERY OF A YOUNG MAN’ 

WHO SHOT HIMSELF FOR LOVE. t 
i Dr. W. F. Fluhrer yesterday exhibited 
to a number of physicans, in the lecture-room of 
Bellevue Hospital, Bruno Knorr, the young Ger- 
man who attempted to commit suicide last Janu- 
ary by putting a pistol bullet into his brain be- 
cause his lady love had given him the mitten. 
Dr. Fluhrer showed a robust and healthy young 
man, whose only indications of his narrow 
escape from death are large scars on his head. 


Dr. Fluhrer told the story of the boy’s startin 
bomein astreet car after having fired a pisto 
buliet into the middle of his forehead. The con- 
ductor spoke to him, and he remembered what 
he said, but was unable to answer him, as his left 
side had been partially paralyzed by the shot. 
Finally he was obliged to leave the car, anda 
oliceman took him in hand and called an ambu- 


ce. 
Dr. Fluhrer suid that when he found the pa- 
tient he was in a semi-comatose state, and his 
left arm and side were paralyzed. He had the 
patient’s head shaved, and then found the loca- 
tion of the bullet by introducing a probe. He 
made an incision at the back of the head, over 
the spot where the bullet was, and extricated it. 
A rubber tube was then introduced, which 
drained the wound for itsentire length. The 
doctor detailed at great length all the symptoms 
of his patient, day after day, and the appearance 
and treatment of the wound in its various stages. 
One month after he was shot, the 25th of Febru- 
ary, he was able to move the wrist of his par- 
alyzed arm. The next day he could extend his 
fingers; a day or two after he was able to put his 
hand to his mouth, andiu two weeks the grasp 
of the paralyzed arm was as strong as that of the 
other. Two weeks afterward he was able to walk 
about the hospital grounds, and he has continued 

to improve ever since.

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OBITUARY. 


SALOMON LOUIS HYMANS. 

A dispatch from Brussels announces the 
death of Salomon Louis Hymans, a gentleman 
well known in the world of politics and litera- 
ture. He was born May 3, 1829, and at 16 years 
of age published a translation of “The Memoirs 
and Unedited Documents of Van Dyck and 
Rubens,” by William Hookham Carpenter. Two 


.Years later he wrote a historical drama in verse, 


entitled ** Robert le Frison,” which was produced 


at Antwerp. From 1849 to 1859 M. Hymans held 
the position of editor of the Gazette de Mons, the 
Independance Belge, and the Etoile Belge.. He was 
appointed Professor of History at the Royal 
Museum of Industry, Brussels. He was elected 
as representative of that town in 1859,and in 
1863, 1864, and 1868 was found in the ranks of the 
Liberal majority. After his election M. Hymans 
wrote copiously for La Meuse, and L’Office de 
Publicité. In 1865 he became editor-in-chief of 
the Echo du Parlement. He was an active mem- 
ber of the Chamber, and spoke eloquently in 
favor of the abolition of Custom-house duties, 
and upon army organization. He was the 
first to propose the suppression of the 
subsidy accorded by the Government to the 
Bollandists for the continuation of the 
“Acta Sanctorum,” a publication which 
he thought: tended to exalt the Jesuits. The 
subsidy was ey in 1868. M. Hymans was 
a member of the Central Commission of Statis- 
tics and was decorated several times. He was a 
— writer. Among his works are the “ His- 

of the Marquisate of Antwerp,” written 
under the pseudonym of G. Huydens; “ Inno- 
cent Amusements,” a one-act comedy in prose; 
“The Party for Peace in the English Parlia- 
ment,” “The Church and Belgian Liberty,” 
**Muscovite Letters,” and a novel entitied “A 
Brilliant Marriage.** He wrote also many works 
on the history of his country. Among these 
were “A Popular History of Belgium,” * Popu- 
lar History of the Reign of Leopold I.” “ Lord 
Palmerston, France, and Belgium,” and several 
works translated from the German and English.

PENNILESS MR. MORIARTY 
—_—_—o—o d 
JESSE GRANTS SPECULATIVE 
YOUNG PARTNER. 
WITH ASSETS OF FOUR SUITS OF CLOTHES 
AND HIS JEWELRY PAWNED HE LIVES 
AT THE FIFTH-AVENUE HOTEL. 


The partner of Jesse Grant, a younger 
pon of the General, in the brokerage business at. 
No. 2 Wall-street is Stephen F. Moriarty, a bright 
young Bostonian, who left the law office of ex- 
Gov. Gaston, of Massachusetts, to indulge here a 
fondness for speculative enterprises. Since his 
advent in this city he has intéFested ‘himself spe- 
cially in the practical use of electric storage bat- 
teries. In April, 1883, he borrowed from George 
Willism Ballou the sum of $5,000, for which he 
gave his note, and as coilateral security shares 
of the Electric Accumulator Company. The 
aote not having been paid at maturity, Ballou 
aold the stock at auction, and bought it in him- 
self at $300, which sum he credited Moriarty 
with on the note. Subsequently he transferred 
the note to Henry H. Remington, who sued 
Moriarty on it. As a defense Moriarty alleged 
that Ballou had endeavored to exact usury by 


insisting that, in addition to the $5,000 and in- 
terest, he should receive a bonus of 100 shares of 
the Electric Accumulator Company stock. He 
also asserted that the sale of the collateral stock 
was not made in good faith by Ballou, but he 
did not back up his answer, and Remington took 
judgment against him by default in the Court of 
Common Pleas. 

After these events Mr. Moriarty appeared be- 
fore the public as one of the subjects of a news- 
paper story, in which his marvelous skill and 
success as a speculator and “ placer” of railroad 
and mining stocks was extolled, and next as one 
of the defendants in a suit ey yg bonds of 
the par value of about $5,000,000, which were 
issued by the provisional Government of Mexico 
organized when the French troops left that coun- 
try. Havine been unable to collect the amount 
ot his judgment, Mr. Remington was led by 
these statements about Moriarty’s financial 
operations to get an order for his examination 
in supplementary proceedings. This was finally 
begun yesterday,when he appeared before Judge 
J. F. Daly, in Common Pleas, Chambers. e 
wore very plain attire, with not even a‘token of 
jewelry. wyer John Kennedy examined him 
on-behalf of Mr. Remington, while Lawyer 
Kunzman, of the firm of Root & Bartlett, stood 
by and interposed an objection wherever it was 
possible. 

“TI reside at the Fifth-Avenue Hotel,” said 
Mr. Moriarty, “‘and am a broker at No. > Wall- 
street. I am a partner of Jesse Grant. We 
bave not been carrying on business for some 
time. There are no assets or property now owned 
by the firm, and there are no debts or accounts 
aow dueit. I have not disposed of any woe 
since the order to appear was served on me. 
own no real estate and have no interest in any. 
I have no personal property save my wear- 
ing apparel. I have three or four suits 
of clothes. I pledged my watch, chain, 
diamond pin, and other jewelry to John 
T. Moriarty, of Boston—my  brother—for 
aloan of between $3,000 and $4,000, perhaps 
more, about a year o. The articles pledged 
were presents tome. I have not pled stock, 
bonds, or other securities. I delivered 500 shares 
of Electric Accumulator Company stock to 
George William Ballou, but I don’t know that 
he now holds 100 of those shares, subject to my 
order. The $5,000 I got on the notel handed 
over to Walter B. Whiting, of Whiting & Camp- 
bell, of Thirty-first-street. He has never repaid 
the money, and I hold no security from him. 
have no interest in speculations with Jesse Grant 
or anybody else. I had an interest in the Wood- 
house Mexican bonds, which was based on the 
performance by me of negotiations that I was 
not able to carry out.” 

Mr. Moriarty continued that he had agreed to 
keep the:circumstances of his negotiations se- 
cret. If he violated his agreement innocent par- 
ties would be injured. Judge Daly did not sym- 
pathize with his scruples, and he had to tell with 
whom his negotiations were—namely, George S. 
Boutwell, of Groton, Mass. Some of them k 
place this year and some last year. Mr. Moriarty 
did not remember negotiating withany other 
person than ex-Secretary Boutwell, but he would 
not swear that he did notdoso. His meetings 
with Mr. Boutwell took place at the Fifth-Avenue 
Hotel. He did not know where the Mexican 
bonds were now. When he last saw them they 
were in the hands of the Clerk of the United 
States District Court. 

“TI asked Mr. Boutwell,” said Mr. Moriarty, 
“as near as I can recollect, what he thought of 
the bonds, as the case stood; if he would exam- 
ine the records and find out if they were worth 
anything; whether anything could be done with 
them. Mr. Boutwell said he would get the papers 
and look the matter up and makea report. This 
was the substance of the conversations I had 
with Mr. Boutwell. There was no one else pres- 
ent at any of these conversations.” 

The examination was adjourned until Friday.

THE ATLANTIC STATE BANK. 


fF. H. SMITH APPOINTED AS TEMPORARY 
RECEIVER. 

Justice Pratt, sitting at the Special Term 
cf the Supreme Court, Brooklyn, yesterday ap- 
pointed F. H. Smith as temporary Receiver of the 
Atlantic State Bank. The Receiver was appoint- 
ed at the solicitation of Attorney-General 
O’Brien, who has begun an action to dis- 
sdlve the bank on the ground that it is in- 
solvent. Justice Pratt also granted an or- 
der, returnable on the 26th inst., to 
show cause why a permanent Receiver should 


not be appointed. Mr. Smith furnished a bond 
tor $100,000, his securities being William L. Breese 
and Obed Wheeler, both of this city. The bank 
suspended once before about years ago, 
through the thefts of a Cashier, discovered after 
his death by an accident on the Long Island Rail- 
road. It resumed payment, however, after a 
short time,and continued ina good financial 
eondition until its direction fell under the in- 
fluence of Mr. George I. Seney. 

Mr. Puffer, the President of the bank, said yes- 
terday: ‘“* For four years past Mr. Seney has been 
taking all our money and investing it for the 
benefit of the bank. The securities in which he 
invested the money he never deposited in this 
bank, but locked them up in a bex in the Metro- 
politan, which he had labeled Atlantic Bank. He 
merely gave us a notice of the invest- 
ment, and always kept the securities either 
in his own possession or in the Met- 
ropolitan Bank. The balance we had with 
the Metropolitan at the time of the suspen- 
sion amounted to $235,000, and it represents 
money taken out of this bank by Mr. Seney and 
invested for our benefit. We claim that this is 
an investment by the Metropolitan Bank on our 
behalf, but the Metropolitan claims that it is a 
purely personal matter between Mr. Seney and 
us, and that although Mr. Seney was President of 
the Metropolitan Bank, they cannot be held ac- 
countable in any way for the money.” 

When asked how the depositors were likely to 
farce, Mr. Puffer said: ‘* This bank will pay dollar 
for dollar. Mr. Seney will make the $235,000 good 
tous. He has already ery in part of it, and has 
assured the Directors that he will pay in the en- 
tire amount before the end of the month.” 

Mr. Puffer stated further that Mr. Seney was 
not so poor as people said he was. He had a large 
surplus left yet and he would’pay the Atlantic 
§tate Bank out of that surplus.

& Foote, who had suspended payment on that 

day, but on the following day he would get the 

stock from the firm and would have it registered 
in Haight’s name. 

When the day arrived, Haight says, Sweeney 
told him that the stock was in the railroad com- 
pany’s Office awaiting registry. Haight went to 
the office of the company and found that his 
stock was not there. Then he went to Hatch & 
Foote’s office. and was informed that Sweeney 
bad bought the stock of them on May 7, but he 
had only paid $300 asa margin. The stock could 
not be registered until all of the money had been 

d.. Haight then sought Sweeney, and found 
is office closed, with a statement on the door to

HE MAKES A BRUTAL ASSAULT -ON A DE- 
FENSELESS -WOMAN, 

A woman about 40 years of age, dressed 
in a morning wrapper and without any covering 
on her head, accosted Officer Kelly, of the Tenth 
Precinct, in Hanson-place, Brooklyn, yesterday 
morning, and told him she had just been the 
victim of a brutal assault at the hands of a 
negro named Douglass. The woman was 
Mrs. Pauline Miller, of No. 40 Hanson-place. 
She was. so overcome by fright and so 
incoherent in her statements that the officer at 
first believed her to be insane. After a few min- 
utes Mrs. Miller became more collected. She re- 
turned to the house, and listlessly changing her 
dress accompanied the officer to the station. She 
eaid that until May 1 she had lived in the house 
No. 40 Hanson-place w:th her married sister,a Mrs. 
Robinson, the latter’s husband, and a female ser- 
vant. Her husband, Mr. Miller, who is con- 
nected with an electric light company, had been 
traveling since tg me Mr. Robinson moved 
with his family to Sayville, Long Island, ou May 
1, and Mrs, Miller was preparing to move to a 
house in State-street. In packing up she 
employed Abe Douglass, a colored man, 
whom the family knew as a fish-peddler. 
The negro, b “PRO ntment, went to Mrs. Miller's 
house at 7:30 A. M. yesterday. Mrs. Miller told 
him she would not be ready to move until to- 
or. Douglass seemed disappointed, and asked 
if there was any further work for him just then. 
Mrs. Miller sent himto purchase some rolls for 
breaktast. On returning the negro, in the course 
of conversation, drew from Mrs. Miller the 
fact that she was alone. Then with a quick 
movement Dougiass shut the basement door and 
suddenly sprang at Mrs. Miller “* like a tiger,” as 
she described it, and bore her resistlessly to the 
ground. Douglass is a man of most repul- 
sive appearance and of immense physical 
strength. With one hand he grasped her 
round the throat, and, as his eyes  blaz- 
ing with ferocity, came close to her face, she 
was dumb with terror. Before the ruffian re- 
leased his grasp he tried to make Mrs. Miller 
[one by threats that she would never tell of 

he assault. But his victim, still terror-stricken, 
could find no voice, and her assailant fied from 
the house. As soon as she recovered Mrs. Miller 
staggered into the street, and it was while yet in 
a half-dazed condition that she encountered Offi- 
cer Kelly. 

Mrs. Miller was able to give an accurate de- 
scription of Douglass, and a general alarm was 
atonce sent out. A few minutes later yo 
Henry L. Jewett, who had been making his 
morning report at Police Head-quarters, entered 
the station. He questioned Mrs. Miller, and was 
soon able to place Douglass as an old offender,who 
had several times been in the hands of the police. 
About 1 o’clock in the afternoon Detectives 
Reynolds and Curran learned that Douglass 
worked for a peddler named Smith. The officers 
went to Smith’s house, in Butler-street, and found 
Douglass in the stable. At the police station 
Mrs. Miller fully identified the negro as her as- 
sailant. The accused man sullenly denied 
the charge. He admitted having been at Mrs. 
Miller’s house in the morning, but denied the as- 
sault. When locked in a cell he broke down and 
cried convulsively. The police think he will 
make a confession. Doug has been arrested 
several times for oe A offenses and bears a very 
bad reputation. Yesterday afternoon Douglass 
was taken before Justice Walsh and committed 
to await examination. 


EX-JUDGE BEEBE’S DEATH. 


INSTANTLY KILLED BY A LOCOMOTIVE NEAR 
HIS HOME. 

Ex-Judge Welcome Roswell Beebe, of 
the firm of Beebe & Wilcox, lawyers, of No. 69 
Wall-street, was struck by a locomotive yester- 
day morning at Evona, a station on the Central 
Railroad of New-Jersey about two miles beyond 
Plainfield, and instantly killed. He was walking 
along a narrow platform running between two 
tracks to take atrain to this city, when a pro- 
jection from a locomotive drawing a caboose, 
which came up behind him, struck him upon the 
back of the head and hurled him violently to the 


round upon his face. The force of the shock 

rove his body along the platform some distance, 
bruising and cutting his face beyond recognition. 
The body was removed to his residence, near the 
Evona Station. 

Mr. Beebe was born at Chatham, Columbia 
County, this State, Aug. 3, 1817, where he resided 
until 1830, when he removed to Pittsfield, Mass., 
and there began to teach school. at the early age 
of 18 years. In 1834he came to this city and en- 
tered the office of Burr & Benedick as a law 
student. Four years later he was admitted to 
the Bar, and he became a member of the firm 
with which he had studied. This connection con- 
tinued for 10 years, when, with Judge Donohue, 
of the Supreme Court, he started the firm of 
Beebe & Donohue. In 1 he was elected to 
the position of City Judge, being the first 
incumbent of that office, by virtue of which he 
became a member of the Board of Police Com- 
missioners. Whilea member of this board the 
controversy arose between the Municipal Police, 
as the then a force was called, and their 
successors, the Metropolitan Police, and he 
he became a zealous supporter of the former. He 
successfully carried to the Court of Appeals the 
cases of several of the old policemen who con- 
tested the appointment of the new officers, and, 
it is said, expended of his own means in prose- 
cuting these cases over $150,000. 

Upon Mr. Beebe’s retirement from the Bench, 
in 1854, he entered the firm of Beebe, Betz & Don- 
ohue. Subsequently he was a member of the 
firms of Beebe, Dean & Donohue, and Cook & 
Beebe, besides the one of which he was an active 
member at the time of his death. For the past 
20 years Mr. Beebe has been out of politics, but 
previous to that time was an active member of 
the Whig Party. His private charities kept 
him comparatively poor. It has been said of 
him that his one idea seemed to be to make 
money in order that he might give it 
away. Though a selft-educated man he was a 
good classical scholar and da most tena- 
cious memory. For the last 20 years he had ce- 
voted himself exclusively to practicing in the 
Federal courts, and ranked among the first Ad- 
miralty lawyers in the country. hen he first 
came to this city he connected himself with the 
Presbyterian Church and continued a member of 
, that denomination to the time of hisdeath. He 
was also a member of the Maritime Exchange. 
‘In spite of his years his mind was vigorous, and 
he had several! important suits in charge at the 
'time of his death. 

Shortly after his admission to the Bar Mr. 
‘Beebe married his cousin, Miss Adeline Beebe, 
‘who, with oneson, survives him. The funeral 
‘services will be held in the Thirteenth-Street 
Presbyterian Church at 2 o’clock to-morrow aft- 
ernoon, and will be conducted by the Rey. Dr. 
Samuel Burchard, who for 40 years was the dead 


man’s Pastor.

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MERCHANTS BANDED TOGETHER. 


TO FIGHT THE IMPOSITIONS OF RAILROAD 
AND TELEGRAPH COMPANIES, 

Some curiosity was developed in railroad 
and telegraph circles yesterday as to the new as- 
sociation of business men called in the articles of 
incorporation the Traders and Travelers’ Union 
(co-operative.) The articles declared among 
other things that the subscribers unite their 


“labor, capital, and patronage in the business or 
occupation, on the co-operative plan, of obtain- 
ing for ourselves, our associates, and successors 
favorable transportation and telegraph rates.” 
The firms represented in this association, whose 
names were published in yesterday’s Times, are 
the largest and wealthiest of the dry goods, drug, 
and manufacturing firms in thiscity. The true 
inwardness ot the organization is simply a weari- 
ness of oppressive monopolies and a determina- 
ation to unite in opposing grievances which the 
members have hitherto fought individually with- 
out success. Mr. Reed, of Bates, Reed & Cooley, 
said yesterday that the merchants of this city 
were wholly tired of the impositions practised 
upon them by the railway freight pools. 

“Our freight is not sent as we direct it,” said 
he, * and we think we have a right to have it sent 
as we choose. If we send out a box of 

oods and mark it to be transported by the 

ferchants’ Dispatch, it is — y sent by the 
West Shore Road, because the terms of the 
freight pool the Merchants’ Dispatch is not en- 
titled to any more business ng at that time. 
The result is almost invariable that our goods 
are delayed. We receive letters from our cus- 
tomers in the West that goose shipped on a cer- 
tain date have not arrived when due. The result 
of that is that we are obliged to send out tracers 
to find out what has become of the goods. We 
have a large number ot them out now. So has 
every large wholesale house in the a Time is 
lost and expenditures are incurred, which would 
not happen if our goods were sent as we want 
them sent. We believe this to be illegal, and we 
are banded together for the purpose of finding 
out whether there is not some way of preventing 
it. We think there is.” 

In regard to telegraph rates, Mr. Reed said that 
the thing which the merchants objected to was 
the unjust discrimination between through mes- 
sages and those sent to intermediate points. A 
merchant could send a message to Chicago for 
less than he could to some point between that 
city and this. The merchants did not like this, 
as they had many messages to send to the smaller 
cities. Another point which needed attention 
was the treatment of commercial travelers by 
the railways. They were charged large prices 
for extra baggage, and could not get any con- 
cessions from the roads. Merchants here had in- 
disputable proof that some railroads had been 
discriminating in favor of Chicago and St. Louis 
houses. “They are sowing passes broadcast out 
there,” said Mr. Reed. “ We know it because 
they have been brought here and shown to us, 
We can’t get anything, and we feel that this is 
unjust to New-York merchants. We have been 
oppodng all these things in a desultory and dis- 
united manner for some time, but there has been 
no strength in our work. Now we are coming 
together to take concerted measures,” The or- 
ganization of the body will be pushed forward 
and completed immediately. and a plan of action 
will be adopted which will be put in movement 
at an early date.

SEEKING MR. ANDREWS’S PLACE. 


ATTORNEY OLNEY, BROTHER-IN- 
LAW WOOD, AND MR. DEAN SPOKEN OF, 


The honor of being “‘ mentioned’ for 
‘the office of Corporation Counsel is divided be- 
tween Brother-in-law Wood, District Attorney 
Peter B. Olney, and First Assistant Corporation 
Counsel David J. Dean. Brother-in-law Wood’s 
campaign is nota still hunt. Various loud-voiced 
orators, heading various nondescript delegations, 
have with great earnestness sounded the brother- 
in-law’s praise in Mayor Edson’s ears during the 


past fortnight. The chances are, bowever, that 
the brother-in-law will not get the appointment, 
which must ®e made within the next nine days. 
Mr. Olney’s claims, which are not over 
strong, are being quietly urged by his polit- 
ical and personal friends, and there is a 
possibility that he may be appointed. The 
most improbable thing in the rumor which 
makes Mr. Olney the appointee is that 
Nelson J. Waterbury will succeed him in the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office. The Democratic lions and 
lambs have from time to time lain down together, 
but no such exhibition has ever been presented 
as would bethat of Nelson J. Waterbury and 
John Kelly, who will have more or less to say 
about appointments in New-York during the 
present campaign, stretching themselves out on 
the same bit of green sward. 

The name of Mr. Dean meets with a good deal 
of approval among the men who are anxious to 
see the Corporation Counsel's office kept as much 
as possible out of New-York politics. Mr. Dean 
was called to the office of the Corporation Coun- 
sel of New-York from the corresponding office 
in Brooklyninthe latter part of 1865. He has 
been in the office ever since, being retained 
through changing administrations, one of which 
was Republican. He isa capable, efficient, and 
eyeyey | officer, and his appointment would 

in the direct line of civil service reform. Cor- 
poration Counsel Andrews was himself assistant 
to his predecessor, Mr. Whitney. 

The appointee will only fill out Mr. Andrews’s 
term, which expires next December, but the 
possibility that he may then be reappointed fora 
full term makes the present appointment a prize. 
The reappointment for a full term can only be- 
come possible by the refusal of the Governor to 
sign the Tenure of Office bill. In case that bill 
becomes a law the successor of Mayor Edson will 
appoint the gentleman who will fill the office for 
the full term, and the appointment will be made 


early next year.

THE SIAMESE EMBASSY GO UP THE EAST 
RIVER. 


The Siamese Embassy spent yesterday 
inspecting the institutions on Blackwell’s and 
Ward's Islands as guests of the Commissioners of 
Charity, represented by Commissioners Brennan, 
Porter, and Hess. On the boat the gentlemen 
went on deck, where the Embassy were en- 
lightened with the sight of four convicts man- 
acled together in couples, being marched on the 
boat for transportation to the island. Then, 


out of the north wuiting-room of the ferry sta- 
tion 16 minor male offenders were conducted to 
the hold, and from the north room 16 women 
convicts shyfied on board the transport. The 
Prince did not grow particuiarly enthusiastic. A 
stop was made at the penitentiary landing. As 
the steamer passed the Warden’s house a salute 


“of two guns was fired, the courtesy being repeat- 


ed at the work-house. 

At Ward’s Island the first landing was made. 
The party was met by Dr. Macdonald, Medical 
Superintendent, and staff, and shown through 
the imsane asylum. At the work-house the 
Prince was taken to Engine-house No. 46 to 
see the ares of American institu- 
tions in the antics of a trained dog. Then 
the gentlemen were driven to Warden Fox’s 
house, where dinner had been prepared. Com- 
missioner Hess proposed the first toast, ‘The 
Guest of the Day,’ and the Prince responded in 
Siamese, which was interpreted by Dr. J. 
Hasset Chandier. The Prince spoke fluently, 
earnestly, and with graceful gesture. “His 
Roya! Highness begs to observe,” said Dr. Chand- 
ler, after a few words of introduction, “that he 
has seen from the manner and conduct of the 
people in this country abundant evidence that 
on every hand is felt an interest in his people— 
in the people of all countries—and that America 
desires to benefit their condition now and in the 
future. He knew of the difference of America 
from other countries, and came here anx- 
ious to seek instruction. He has _ been 
received with the greatest cordiality, such as 
fills his heart with gratitude, as it will that of 
his Majesty the King. Hetrusts that the good 
relations of friendship between America and 
Siam will be cordial, courteous, and amicable to 
the end of time.”” The speech was greeted 
with great applause by the 26 persons present. 
The visitors were next conducted to the 
lawn in front of the female insane asy- 
lum, where about 1,000 patients were enjoyin 
themselves. ‘whe scene was a striking one, an 
for over half an hour the Siamese remained in- 
terested spectators.

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TO SIMPLIFY LAND TRANSFERS. | 


. _s a 
THE COMMISSION TO PREPARE A BILL FOR 
THIS PURPOSE. 

Among the bills which have been signed 
by the Governor is one which emanated from 
the Land Transfer Reform Association, and it is 
of great importance to thereal estate lawyers 
and agents of this city, and, in fact,to every- 
body interested in or hanaling real estate. The 
title of the bill is: ** An act to provide for the ap- 
pointment of Commissioners to prepare and re- 
port to the Leyislaturea bill to facilitate and 
lessen the expense of the transferof land and 
dealing therewith in certuin cities of this State.” 

Under the provisions of the bill, the Governor 
is authorized toappoint within 60 days a commis- 
sion composed of five lawyers, at least, three of 
whom shall have offices in this city. The duty 
of this commission shall be “to prepare and re- 


aap to the Legislature, at its next session, a bill 
0 facilitate and lessen the expense of the trans- 
fer of land and dealing therewith in all cities of 
this State containing not less than 300,000 inhab- 
itants;” or, if the commission think it best, 
they may confine the operations of the bill to 
this city. The object of this commission is to 
get before the gislature bills embodying 
the reforms proposed by the Land Transfer 
Reform Association of this city, of which Mr. 
Dwight H. Olmstead is President. Mr. Olmstead 
has n the earnest champion of these reforms 
fora t many years, and the first step toward 
them is due more to him than to any other one 
man. 

“* Briefly,” said Mr. Olmstead yesterday, ** we 
want to as the transfer of real estate so 
that there will be no more difficulty in transfer- 
ring a piece of property than there would be in 
transferring a share of stock. To —< this 
about there will have to be new indices in the 
Register’s office indexing the transfers against 
the property instead of against the name of 
the owner, and in case of liens the same way. 
We want to keep the transfers and liens separate. 
When the commission ages its sittings here we 
shall appear before it and submit our plans, and 
the commission will accept the one it deems best. 
It will have, under the provisions of the bill, ac- 
cess to all public offices and records, and will be 
permitted to examine and take transcripts of the 
same free of charge. Heads of departments and 
clerks are directed to give the Commissioners all 
requisite facilities to carry out the purposes of 
the act. The Commissioners serve without pay. 
It isa labor of love. We believe that the simpli- 
fication of land transfers is an absolute necessity, 
and that it is entirely practicable.”
